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MAHONE’SFIGHT FOR PLACE 


HIS PLAN TO KEEP HIS GRIP 
ON VIRGINIA. 

AN EFFORT TO INTEREST THE NATIONAL 

REPUBLICAN COMMITTEE — DISAP- 
POINTED PLACE HUNTERS. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—Messrs. Quay, Clark- 
4on, Dudley, and Fessenden of the Executive 
Committee of the National Republican Com- 
mittee, ex-Senator Mahone ana two or three of 
his followers, and anti-Mahoneists Groner and 
Brady have spent a busy day in whatis said 
to be an attempt to get the Virginia Republic- 
ana together. The Executive Committee is still 
at work at a late hour to-night, and Gen. 
Mahone will not retire until Quay and his col- 
leagues adjourn, A heapof mystery has been 
thrown around the day’s doings by all con- 
‘erned, «ni some astonishing liberties have 
been taken with the truth by those who failed 
to dodge anxious i: quirers. 

Mahone’s purpose appears to be to formally 
commit the National Committee to a recogni- 
tion of the Mahoneites as the only genuine Re- 
pubdlicanein Virginia, and his friends are as- 
serting with much confidence that victory has 
already perched upon his banners. The little 
boss met some of his henchmen early inthe day, 
anu aiter consuilting With them he sent a docu 
mentto Messrs. Quay, (i.rkson, and Dudiey, 
who are said tohave been together just then in 
Dudley’s office. There are two reports as to the 
con‘ents of this document. One is that it was 
@calil for ihe Republican State Convention to 
be held in Virginia next mounih, and that Ma- 
hone asked the Executive Committee to indorse 
it, and thus virtuaily indorse the man who 1s- 
sues it, The other report, which finds more be- 
lievers thau the tirst, is that Mahone has pro- 
posed to ihe leaders that the National Comwit- 
tse shall issue the call, supervise the primaries 
for the elections for the delegates, and then 
take charge of the convention. It is regarded 
a8 a novel propositiou that a national commit- 
tes shall run a State convention, but if 
tue sympathies of the parity leaders are 
with Mahone it is easy to see thatit would be a 
Very satist-ctory arrangement for the ex-Sen- 
aivr and woult-be Governor. This is deciared 
to be the Matler now under consideration. The 
Mahoneltes have no doubt that the conference 
willresult in the formal recognition of their 
boss as the head of the party in their State, 
Gurrying wi.hit the continued disposition of the 
vsederal patwronexe in Virginia, ite control of 
the State Convention, and the nomination for 
Governor. [tis understood that Mahone, or the 
Nativoai Committee acting for him, will call the 
convention at Roanoke about Aug. 15. 


There is one set of men in the capital 
whom the President omitted to consult when 
he eppointed Mr. Mendenbali Superintendent 


ef the United States Coast Survey, and who 
will therefore coutinue -to be as great an 
axneoyance to Mr. Mendenhall as they 
Were to his predecessor, Mr. I. M. Thorn. 
These assailants of Prof. Mendennall and Mr. 
Thorn will be found, perhaps, to be apologists 
for th» administration of Prof. Hilgard, of 
which the least said now will piease the ad- 
mirers of Prof. Hilgard best. But the views 
of these persons are not tWainteresting. They 
considered the bureau a much-abused one 
when Mr. Thorn was pnt in charge of 
it. Mr. Mendenhall is commended as a 
meteorologist. It is noted also that he isa 
citizen of Indiana. But in spite of Secretary 
Windoiw’s siatement that bis citizenship in In- 
dianuw was the one obstacle that the President 
hai to overcome in deciding upon Prof. Men- 
denhail’s appuintment, itis believed by these 
cvtilics of the President that his lack of famil- 
inrity With the geodesy Cannot be made up by 
his lamiliarity with weather predictions, and 
that the fact that he dwelt on the banks of the 
Wabash had muck more to dv with bis uppoint- 
ment than any special scientific knowledge pos- 
sessed by him. 

The adlmirers of Mr. Thorn have only a pass- 
ing interest in the Republican criticisms of the 
President's appointee. Hiscritics had expected 
somethinz like a revolution to follow Mr 
Thern’s departure. It woul: be more correct 
to caliitwreaction. The state of taings that 
existed when Hilgard was removed from the 
bureau Was expected to be restored—all except 
Biigard. Several inen who had workel with 
superintendent Tiorn so as to give the bureau 
a lé6putatnion Tor rapid and accurate work that 
it had never possessed before were to be re- 
Guced or thrown out altogether, and any one 
who had countenanced the inquiry into the 
irregularities reperted by Mr. Thorn was 
to be Mate to feel that this Admin- 
istration is to encourage and not to 
frown upon plunderers. Now it is 
asserted that the appointment of Prof. Menden- 
hail “comes like a new lease of life” to the 
men who have been Mr. [horn’s most efficient 
supporters in the boreau. Being practical, and 
haviug no crank notions about geodesy to en- 
force, Prof. Mendenhall, it is suspected, will 
let the geodetic experts go on and Qo their work, 
while he will use such judgmentas he possesses 
to net that work into the hands of the people 
for whom it is of practic.) value, The Presi- 
dent seems to have given the enemies of Mr. 
Thorn grave offense in refusing to take some 
one of the candidates from the long list of ap- 
Plicants that had been belore him. It appears 
that the men who hoped tor the reaction were 
in favor of Prof. Benjamin A. Gould, who had 
been recommended by the National Academy, 
which assumes to regard itself—-by what au- 
thority is not mentioned—as the President's 
“acientific advisers.” There is no doubt of 
Pref. Gould’s ability or of bis acquaintance 
With the business of the Coast Survey. The 
strongest argument that could have been made 
against his appointment was to have announced 
that he propused to abandon the methods and 
the men that made the administration of Super- 
intendent Thorn the success that the readers of 
THe Times have had the opportunity of obsery- 
ing that it was.

Col. G. L. Gillespie of the Corps of Engineers, 
who has charge of the work of improving 
New-York Harbor and the Hudson River, is evi- 


Gently not at all pleased with the work done by 
the State authorities on the Hudson River be- 
twéen Troy and New-Baltimore, about twenty 
miles below. Boin the Federal and State Gov- 
ernments have been trying tolimprove the navi- 
gation of the Hudson in the vicinity of Alnany 
gince 1831,when the jurisdiction of the National 
Government Over the stream was contirmed by 
the courts. The State was engaged in the same 
work prior to that year. In his annual repurt 
of the work done under his supervision, Col. 
Gillespie speaks briefly of the progress of the 
improvements. and then makes this rather 
gharp criticism of the methods of the State 
autborities: 

**The State of New-York makes an appropria- 
tion at every session of its Legislature for the 
improvement of the Hudson River, and prior to 
1867 the meney was applied to the construction 
of dikes on the left bank of the river from Hote- 
ling Island to Albany, to jetties, dams, and to 
temporary measures of relief, and also to dredg- 
ing at the points where shoals were discovered 
after the Spripvg freshets. In the last few years, 
however, the dike work has been left almost ex- 
clusively to the Genera! Government, while the 
State has done the most of the dredging re- 
quired. Tme manner iv which the dredged 
waterial is disposed of by authority of the 
State is very objectionable. Instead of being 
carriea directly toa secluded dumping ground, 
remete from the action of the currents of the 
river, where its deposits will be beneticial in 
strengthening the dikes and cross jetties, it is 
frequently depositea directly into the channel, 
alone the face of the dikes or upon the dikes, 
where itis readily washed back into the chan- 
mei, As this method has a tendency to produce 
shoals at poiuts where deep water previous y 
existed, it would seem that the General 
Government should interpose and prohibit by 
stringent legislation the continuance of opera- 
tions by the State whose effectis ultimateiy to 
obstruct navigation.” :

The President is here, but no fator lean oftices 
have been given out since be reached the White 
House. Gen. Harrison gothere at 4 o'clock, 
aud if a jong list of appointments had been 
given out within ten minutes’ afterward it would 
not have besn soon enough tesatisfy the hungry 
patriots. It was too late to hold a Cabinet meet- 
ing to-day, and itis possible that the President 
wants to show his list to his vfficial family be- 
fore giving it to the public. The Cabinet will 
meet to-morrow, and the office hunters will be 
angrier than ever if numerous appointments 
are not posted very soon after it adjourns, Pri- 
vate Secretary Halford igs supposed to have 
fixed up a lot of papers for the President to 
sign, but what they are the place seekers do not 
knew. Their chief anxiety is thatit shall be a 
long list, and that there shall be no small offices 
upon it. They have read with some concern 
about the President's ten-pin rolling and pleas- 
ure riding, for they would prefer to have him 
apend his time in considering the indorsements 
on their applications, and if to-morrow’s ap- 
Pointments are few in number they will con- 
sider that he bas shamefully wasted hia time at 
Deer Park.

A NAVAL OCOURT-MARTIAL.

INVESTIGATING THE STRANDING OF THE 
CONSTELLATION. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., July 17.—The court-martial 
to investigate charges against Commander Har- 
rington, United States Navy, commenced this 
morning. When court opened Lieut. Perry 
Gaust, Judge Advocate, read the official orders 
convening the body. Capt. Stanton, President 
of the court, administered the oath to the 
Judge Advocate, who in turn read the oath 
tothe other members of the court. The accused, 
when asked if he had any objection to any mem- 
ber of the court, replied that he haa not, and 
pleaded not guilty to the charge of “‘ negligent- 


ly suffering a vessel of the navy to bestranded.’’ 

Lieut. W. F. Low, the first witness, testitied 
thatthe weather had been foggy, though ob- 
jects could be seen at one-quarter to two miles, 
The Constellation was sailing at about seven 
knots. Before the ship struck the order was 
given to put the helm up, but vefore the helm 
Was put up the ship struck and it could not be 
putup. Junction Buoy at 2:10 P. M. was to star- 
board. The Constellation struck on the beach 
at 2:40.P. M. 

In answer to questions asked by Capt. Har- 
rington the witness said: “Isaw Junction Buoy, 
T think, about twenty minutes before reaching 
it. It was then about two miles away. I saw 
it about ten minutes, at a distance of about 
one and a haif miles. Idid uot look for it 
after that.”’ 

“Did the fog exist during the time that the 
Junction Buoy was in sight ?” 

“ The fog existed.” 

“Did you report the distance to the Junction 
Buoy to the accused ?” 

“IT did not. We estimated the distance to- 
gether.” 

“What orders about soundings did tne ac- 
cused give ?” : 

**He ordered soundings, and ordered a cadet 
to stand at the gangway and pass the soundings 
oa bim, The orders were given as we passed the 

uoy.’ 

**Who wanted you to keep a lookout?” 

“The Captain, at 2:10,” 

“What was the accused doing?’ 

“Hoe was walking the deck, looking at the 
chart, and making frequent inquiries of ine if 
IL could see land. Idid potat any. time prior 
to the grounding of the ship consider her in 
danger from speed or proximity to the storm.” 

Lieut. Commander Swindurne, executive of- 
ficer of the ship, corroborated Lieut. Low as 
far as he went, but did not conclude his testi- 
mony. The third witness will probably bw 
Lieut. Orchard. 





TO BUILD A STEEL AIR SHIP. 

Boston, July 17.—The Aerial Exhibition As- 
sociation has been organized in this city, with 
C. M. Ransom Treasurer, R. N. Bowlby Chair- 
man, and Charles B. Basford Chairman of the 
Board of Trustees. The object of the associa- 
tion is to assist Dr. A. de Bausset to construct a 
Steel air ship upon the vacuum principle. The 


ship is to be constructed entirely of thin steel 
Pilates of the strongest possible tensile strengtn 
and thoroughly braced inside by a new develop- 
ment in mechanics, to resist the stress of the 
pressure of the atmosphere when a partial 
Vacuum is obtained. 

lu is expected to lift 200 passengers and 50 
tons of mail or other matier, and also to carry 
all the machinery and apparatus, with electrical 
power sufficient to give a speed to the ship of at 
least seventy miles an hour. Dr. de Bausset has 
applied for permission to build the ship at the 
Charlestown Navy Yard. A national subscrip- 
tion is being made to secure the necessary 
funds. The cost is expected to be $250,000. 
Dr. de Bausset claims that his plans are ap- 
proved by the most eminent scientists and en- 
gineerine experts in this couutrys. 





A FREIGRT STEAMER OVERDUE. 

EDGARTOWN, Mass., July 17.—Capt. W. H. 
Crowell of this place, @ mariner of many 
years’ experience. cails attention to the 
fact that the freight steamer Victoria, 
which cleared June 14 from Baltimore for 
Leith, Scotland, is not yet reported arrived, 
over a month out. His theory of the wreckage 
at Nantucket is that the Victoria, which 
would have been off Nantucket during the 
storm of June 16, was injured, and, being bduvilt 
of iron, sank at thattime. The fact that the 


Victoria is overdue gives good ground tor be- 
hef in this supposition. 





THAT SIOUX TREATY. 

Kansas City, July 17.—Major Warner, one of 
the Sioux Commission, returned to Kansas City 
from the Dakota Sioux Reservation to-day 
Regarding the Jabors of the commission he an- 
ticipated success, When he left, the Indians 
were much more favorable to the Government 
project than at first, and he had no doubt that 
the necessary number of signatures would be 
obtained to the treaty. The reservation, he 


said, would probably be opened to settlement 
by the early Spring.

The Newburg (N. Y.) Common Council has adopt- 
ed the name of Downing for Newburg’s new park 
and accepted the proposition of Vaux & Ulmsted, 
landscape architects of New-York, to lay out this 
park free of charge if this name were selected. The 
park is named after Andrew J. Downing, landscape 
gardener and author, who was lost at the time of 
tle vurnivg of the steamboat Henry Clay, on the 
Hudson River, at Yonkers, 1n 1852, and hiw brother, 
the iate Charles Downing. the eminent horticult- 
urist. The brothers wero natives and lifelong 
residents of Newburg. 

Dennis Ryan, an unmarried farmer, aged forty 
years, was fataliy shot this morning tv Salodin 
Cook on the C, W, Cook farm in Cumberland, four 
miles from Woonsocket, K.I, Ryan was at work 
cutting grass, which he had purchased, when, it is 
alleged, Cook approached through a strip of woods, 
and, taking aim, fired, the shot taking effect in 
yan’s abdomen and producing a fatal wound. 
Cook then disappeared. 

Protector Willett Kida of Newburg, N. Y., has 
begun proceedings against Max Josephs, proprietor 
of a hotel there, tor catching eighteen striped. bass 
under eight inches in length and weighing tess than 
half a pound. The penalty sued tor through the 
District Attorney is $180. Josephs has frequently 
been warned to stop catching small bass, but per- 
sisted in his violation of the law.

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A DEFICIENT WHEAT CROP

NO SURPLUS ON THE PAOIFIO 
COAST. 
VIEWS OF SAN FRANCISCO GRAIN MER- 
CHANTS ON THE SITUATION—PRICES 
LIKELY TO UP, 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 17.—THE TrmeEs’s cable 
dispatch from London on the wheat market 
was telegraphed to this city and created con- 
siderable excitement among grain and commis- 
sion merchants. The fact that the San Fran- 
cisco market is higher to-day than any 
other market in the world makes the 
condition of. affairs still more interest- 
ing. While the wheat crop of the Pacific 
coast cuts an important figure in the 
markets of the world, there will be no attempt 
made by local capital to control the market. 
It cannot well be done. This was proved sev- 
eral years ago, when the Nevada Bank people 
lost over $15,000,000 in the endeavor to con- 
trol the wheat supply of the world. 

The Chronicle reporter interviewed a large 
number of local grain merchants upon the situ- 
ation. It was generally conceded that the Pa- 
cific coast will be an important factor in the 
markets of the world during the present season. 

Charles B, Stone of Searles & Stone said: * All 
of the markets throughout the world are weak 
except this one. We are paying nere to-day 
$1 50 a ton more for wheat than we could 
realize if we chartered ships to England and 
sold our wheat there.” 

William Dresbach, the yeteran grain man, 
saia: ‘“ Whetber the American market will con- 
trol that of Europe depends entirely upon the 
surplus crop of France and England. How 
large the crop we will have here remains tu be 
seen. ‘She outlook for the market here is good. 
I would not be surprised to see the English 
market go higher very soon. There are two im- 
portant factors in the state of affairs. One is 
the warkets of Chicago and New-York, and the 
other what kiud of weather there will be in 
Europe during the harvest months of July and 
August.” 

J. M. Gregory, the well-known merchant of 
Calitornia-street, said: ‘‘Merchants here an- 
ticipated pigher prices in Europe, and are pay- 
ing higher prices tor wheat than in any other 
market 1n the country, and [ think chances are 
that We will pay siill higher prices. There is 
abundant opportunity for tbe American 
market to contro: the wheat supply of the 
world. The crop of the Pacific coast this year 
is estimated at 1,000,000 tons.” 

George W. MoNear said: ‘*The dispatch to 
THE TIMES is very interesting. We have over- 
estimated our surpius crop on this coust in the 
coming barvest. Exports from the Pacific 
coast will probably be no greater, and probably 
not as much as last year. In explaining 
this statement I would say that last year we 
had asurpius of 20u,000 tons, while this year 
we have barely enough to supply the local 
inills, at least until they can use new wheat. 
Last year we had one-third more tonnage on 
this coast to carry our wheat away than we 
have at the present time. In consequence, 
if we had a large amount of wheat to spare we 
could not ship it abroad. Chiliand the Argen- 
tine Republic will bave no surplus crop this 
year, aud we already have orders on file here in 
San Francisco tor wheat ter South American 
States. 

‘It therefore looks as if England will look to 
the United States, Kussia, and India for her 
supply. Ifthe Russia and India crop should 
not be up to the average, then it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that the United States 
wiil control the situation. This coast is large 
aud an important tactor in American supplies. 
Just now the Eastern States are increasiuag their 
consumption, but not their production. We 
produce no more, but we consume lesa.” 





REORGANIZING THE FIFTH. 


TURBULENT REPUBLICANS TO 
BROUGHT UNDER DISCIPLINE. 


A start has at last been made toward the re- 
organization of the turbuient Republicans of 
the Fifth Assembly District. Four of the five 
reorganizers appointed by Chairman Cruger of 
the County Committee—Henry Kropf of the 
Sixteenth District, Henry C. Perley of 
the Twentieth, George W. Wanmaker of 
the Seventeenth, and William Johnston, Jr., 
of the Twenty-third—met last night in the 
headquarters of the Sixteenth District Repub- 
lican Association, 223 Third-avenue. Three of 
them—Kropf, Perley, and Johnston—are well 
experienced Jn the ways of factional fighting in 
their own districts, and will therefore be able 
to follow and check the mMancuvres of the op- 
posing Carroll and Dodd-Atlen-Shook crowds 
in the Fifth. ’ 

After the committee had organized by the 
election of Leader Kropf as its Chairman, it de- 
cided that the Fifth District Republicans should 
be re-enrolled at 123 West Houston-street on 
the nights of July 23 and 25 and Aug. 1. Its mem- 
bers will preside over the books and see to it that 
John Cavanagh’s County Democrats do not en- 
roll to support Dodd, nor Peter Mitchell's Tam- 
many braves to help Carroll. After the enroil- 
ment the committee will call a primary 
for the election of association olticers 
and of delegates to the County Com- 
mittee. It will alse take care of the 
voting at the primary. Everything will be done 
fairly, of course, but Frank J. Carroll might as 
well make up bis mind to retire from leader- 
shipin the Fifth. Sneridan Shook’s arm has 
reached down to him from the Fifteenth. The 
** machine” is behind the arm to give tt power 
to lift Carrol! out of his present place, 


THE ALIEN LABOR LAW. 

CALAIS, Me., July 17.—Yesterday a Deputy 
United States Marshal served a writ on Henry 
F. Eaton and Charlies H. Eaton, owners of the 
American House, Calais, for violation of the 
alien labor law. The writ alleges that Messrs. 
Eaton contracted with a plumber from the 
Dominion of Canada. This will be made a test 
case, and the result will be awaited with great 
anxiety. Probably 300 to 500 Americans work 
in the wills in Militown, N. B., and alarge num- 
ber of provincials Gome to Calais daily to work 
on the wharves and vessels, St. Steven people 
threaten to retaliate if the law is strictly en- 
forced, 

It is feared great damage to people on both 
sides of the river will be the result of the Gov- 
ernment gaining its case. Employers of labor 
in Calais and 8t. Steven are seriously consider- 
ing the advisability of disctarging all foreign 
help. Calais would undoubtedly suffer the 
greater loss if such steps were taken.

THE WHITEOHAPEL ORIME. 


NO CLUE TO THE PERPETRATOR OF 
THE LATEST MURDER. 


Lonpon, July 17.—The woman whose body 
was found in Castle-alley, in the Whitechapel 
district, last night was a middle-aged female of 
the disreputable class. Her throat had been cut 
to the spine. When the body was found it was 
lying on its back. The abdomen had been 
slashed in a horrible manner in several places. 
No part.of the body was missing. Warm blood 
was flowing from the wounds when the body 
Was discovered. 

A policeman, who with the watchman of an 
adjacent warehouse must have been within a 
few yards of the spot when the crime was com- 
mitted, heard no noise. Policemen have been 
placed at fixed points 1n Whitechapel since the 
murders of this character began there, and 
since the one preceding that of last night offi- 
cers have been stationed at a point withina 
hundred yards of the scene of the last tragedy. 
An old clay pipe smeared with blood was found 
alongside the body. {t is supposed by the 
police that this will furnish a clue to the mur- 
derer, although it may have belonged to the 
victim. *: 

Several arrests of suspected persons have 


been made, but they were discharged from cus- 
tody, there being no proof on which to hold 


em. 

It is stated that a letter was received by the 
police officials before last night’s murder in 
Whitechapel signed “Jack the Ripper,” in 
which the writer said that he was “about to

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HILL MAY ISSUE A CALL 


FOR aN EXTRA SESSION 

THE LEGISLATOR. 
THINKS THERE IS WORK ENOUGH 
TO WARRANT BRINGING THE LAW- 
MAKERS TOGETHER. 

ALBANY, July 17.—Gov. Hill was ina pleasant 
mood to-day when asked: ‘“ What is there in 
the talk of an extra session of the Legislature 
being called by you? is it all talk?" 

“Thaven’t seen anything in the papers about 
it,” the Governor rejoined. 

“No,” the correspondent replied, ‘but there 
has been more or less talk of such an oecurrence 
ever since the adjournment of thatbody. There 
is no truth in it, then?’ 

“T did not say that,” 
good-humoredly. 

“There is nothing for the Legislature to do 
in extraordinary session, is there?” the cor- 
respondent asked. 

* Well, yes; considerable.” 

“What?” 

“Why, the enumeration of the inhabitants 
should be taken,” the Governor answered, 

** Anything else?” ; 

“Yes; an appropriation for the Capitol’ is 
needed.” 

The Governor then intimated that he thought 
enough money should be appropriated to com- 
plete the Capitol building and put the present 
finished portion in good sanitary condition. He 
did not care to say what his intentions were 
just at present, but [rom what could be learned 
subsequently from others itis thought that an 
extraordinary session of the Legislature will be 
called to weet early in September. 

There is a good sum of appropriations which 
Gov. Hili vetoed which must be raised in the 
next tax levy, and with these sums reappropri- 
ated for the two purposes the Governor named 
and an additional sum for the Capitol the Goy- 
erpor’s plans could be carried out. 

Gov. Hill’s new pardon clerk, John T. Joyce 
ot Buifalo, assumed the duties of the office to- 
day. Gov. Hill is pleasea with him, although 
he never met Mr. Joyce until to-day, when he 
presented himself to enter upon the duties. 
Mr. Joyce was recommended by the best people 
of Buttalo, irrespective of party, the Governor 
says, including Judge Haight and other jurista.

A UNIVERSITY QUARREL 


THAT ENDS IN THE RESIGNATION OF 
TWO PROFESSORS. 

DETROIT, July 17.—A long and acrimonious 
quarrel in the medical department of the State 
University at Ann Arbor resulted to-day in the 
enforced resignation of Prof. Donald Maclean, 


at the head of the department of surgery, and™ 


Prof. G. B. Frothingham, holding a similar posi- 
tion in the department of opbthalmology. Both 
gentlemen occupy very high positions in their 
specialties. This is the result of the action 
of the Regents of the University. in lo- 
cating a medical hospital at Ann Arbor 


and securing an appropriation from the 
last Legislature for the purpose. Both these 
gentlemen advocated at Ann Arbor and before 
the legislative committee the location of the 
hospital at Detroit asa necessity, in order to 
secure the needful supply of clinical material. 
Their active advocacy of a project adverse to 
local interests aroused strong local animosi- 
ties, while the Regents were olfended at an al- 
leged officious interference on the part of pro- 
fessors iu theiremploy, At their meeting just 
before the last Commencement the Regents de- 
manded the resignations of thetwo offending 
gentlemen, and they were handed in at a meet- 
ing held to-day. i 

The Regents appointed Dr. C. B. Nancrede of 
Philadelphia to succeed Prof. MacLean. He is 
now a member of the Faculty of the University 
of Pennsylvania and ranks awong the first sur- 
geonsin the country. Prof. Frothingham’s suc- 
cessor was also chosen. He is Dr. Fleming Car- 
row of Bay City, Mich. He founded an eye 
hospital in Canton, China, several vears ago, 
and is reported a superior practitioner in the 
treatment of ophthalmic diseases. 





ELECTRIC LIGHTS ALONG THE HUDSON. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, July 17.—The increase jn the 
number of electric light plants in towns and 
cities along both shores of the Hudson River is 
rapidly making the river at night a brightly- 
illuminated marine highway, and pilots of 
steamboats of the night lines are well pleased 
with the situation. “When the clouds run 
high on a cloudy night,” said a pilot, “‘ you can 
see the reflections from the towns and cities 
lighted by the electric lights fully sixteen 
miles. 

“Yonkers is only seventeea miles from New- 
York, and the sight 1s very clear betwoen the 
two places. Pretty soon you come into the 


electric light of Tarrytown and Nyack, and it 
lasts you till you get to Stony Point. From the 
latter place up through the Highlands it 1s very 
dark, but you strike another electric light wave 
as you round West Point. 

*‘Itis from Newburg, ana the whole of New- 
burg Bay is lighted by it. That wave lasts you 
till you get to New-Hamburg, or after you 
rotind the Dans Kammer, when the Poughkeep- 
sie electric wave is seen, and you hold that for 
tweive or thirteen tailes, or till after you have 
rounded Crum Elbow. It ali makes a pilot’s 
work much easier than before the electric 
lights were invented, and if the plants increase 
north of Poughkeepsie as rapidly as they have 
south the Hudson will soon be illuminated 
nights all the way between New-York and 
Albany.’’ . 





A PASSENGER TRAIN WRECKED. 

INDIANAPOLIS, July 17.—At 11 o’clock to-day 
the Cairo and Vincennes north-bound passenger 
train No. 2 met with almost complete demoll- 
tion two miles south of Mount Carmel, IIl., 
in which twelve to fifteen passengers 
were seriousiy injured. The passenger 
train was rushing along at a speed of 
about thirty-five miles an hour and was 
composed of a freight var loaded, with freight, a 
baggage car, and two passenger coaches. The 
treight train jumped the track and threw the 
remainder of the train into the @itch and down 
a ten-foot embankment. The passengers were 
thrown around in every directiun and a perfect 
pandemonium ensued, 

For some time it was impossible to do any 
work toward rescuing the passengers, as near- 
ly all those on the train were more or less in- 
jured and badly frightened. 

Most of the passengers were extricated only 
by cutting into the coaches with axes. The en- 
gine did not leave the track. 

The officiais at Mount Carmel did all they 
could immediately on notification to relieve the 
sufferers. Medical aid wus brought within an 


hour. The property of the road is generally 
demolished. 





FATAL RAILROAD ACOIDENT. 

SHAMOKIN, Penn., July 17.—This evening a 
train on the Pennsylvania Road carrying min- 
ers to their homes was wrecked near this place. 
Jobn Roush, married, and Aaron Shipe, single, 
were killed and several were injured, 

The passenger train was runuing at its reg- 
ular speed when the miners, who were standing 
on the rear viatform of the train, saw two 
freight cars rushing down upon them. The 
cars had become detached at some colliery and 
were runuing wild down the heavy grade. Tne 
miners shouted to their companions to jump.

PREPARATIONS FOR THE STATE COM- 
MITTEE MEETING TO-DAY. 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 17.—Republican politi- 
cians loom up at tne hotels to-night in a way 
that suggests the interesting scenes of the late 
Harrison campaign. To-morrow there will be 
held here the first meeting of the Re- 
State Central Committee since 
the election, and there is a _ ilarge 
amount of accumulated business that mast 
be disposed of. The work ofthe committee has 
been greatly neglected since the success of last 
November. Neither Chairman Huston nor Sec- 
retary Dille has given the committee’s business 


any attention since they completed their cam- 
paigp labors. As both Chairmau Huston and 
Secretary Dille have become office holders 
under the National Government their resigna- 
tions will be accepted by the committee. 

Mr. Huston arrived here to-night and he will 
formally resign to-morrow. The work of re- 
organization will be important in several ways. 
The new officers will serve in the next State 
campaign, which is two years hence and in- 
volves the selection of a successor to Mr. Voor- 
hees in the Senate. Harrison carried Indiana 
for himself. Can the State stand on its own 
pins now aud maintain a Republican com- 
plexion ? 

Mr. L. T. Michener, the State Attorney Gen- 
eral, has aspirations. He has served an ap- 
prenticeship as Secretary of the committee, and 
that, too, under Col. John C. New. Mr. Michener 
hap been dreaming wonderful dreams, 
and thinks that he would make a 
good United States Senator. He is rather 
small to seek the shoes that have 
been filled by Hendricks, Morton, and Vooshees, 
being an erewhile back county lawyer, but he is 
in the race. He says that if he gets the com- 
mittee Chairmanship he will begin orgaaizing 
the party at once. 

The reorganization will be for Mr. Michener’s 
own benefit. There is no opposition worth 
speaking of, and it is likely that he will succeed 
Treasurer Huston as head of organizea Hoosier 
Republicanism. There will devolve upon the 
new Chairman, whoever he may be, the pacifi- 
cation of the howling dervishes who are Kiok- 
ing in all directions because of the after-elec- 
tion frigidity of the powers at Washington. 

The campaign of 1890 is now practically 
Open, at least here at headquarters. The De- 
mocracy will be forced to go earlier into the 
field than had been intended. Ex-Gov. Gray 
has his boom for the Senatorship going, ana the 
Voorhees people will see to it that the opposi- 
tion gets no advantage.

There are but half a dozen found- 
ries east of the Mississippi, a well-known engi- 
neer says, and these are so stocked with or- 
ders that it will take a long time to fulfill all? 
New-York, Washington, and Newark, N. J., are 
now receiving !arge supplies of the larger sizes 
of water mains, besides smaller cities. At Al- 
bany on Tuesday bids were to have been opened 
for 4,000 tons of forty-two-inch pipe. ‘three firms 
were represented, the McNeal Pipe and Foundry 
Company of‘ Burlington by Wilmer Reed; R. D. 
Wood & Co. of Camden, N. J., by L. R. Lemoiue, 
and the Gloucester Iron Works of New-Jersey 
and Philadephia by James P. Michellon. Not 
witbstanding that the three were present, but 
one bid was filed, that of the McNea! Company. 
This offered the pipe at $28 90 a ton, and the 
special castings at $60 aton. The Water Com- 
missioners did not say they thougbt there was 
a “combine,” but indicated that such was the 
case. The special castings were about double 
the price paid for the last. Mr. Reed said tne 
bid was made in good faith, but nevertheless 
it br rejected, und new proposals will be in- 
vited. 

Brooklyn’s Common Council has provided for 
the ordering of 22,000 tons of forty-two-irch 
pipe, and this o:der will Rave to be placed 
shortly. The foundries making the large sizes 
appreciate the situation and are grasping it.

CHINESE 1N LOWER CALIFORNIA. 

City oF Mexico, July 17.—Advices from 
Lower California state that: the Chinese syndi- 
cate who have bought ahalf interest in the 
Masac concession regard the ore in the Real 
mine as looking well, and miners will soon be 
put to work there, receiving as wages from $2 
to $3 per day. The Chinamen are already talk- 
ing of importing Chinese laborers direct from 
China to Enseuada by the projected oceanic 
line to be put on by Claus Spreckels, the sugar 
refiner. The syndicate havg also bargained for 
extensive tracts of land to be used for market 
gardens and for valuable fishing privileges along 
the coast of the peninsula All this will neces- 
sitate an Investment of no less than $1,000,000 
of Chinese capital.

SOMEWHAT OF A TEMPEST 


SAL SP ET 
MAY BE OAUSED BY GEN. 
SOHAEFER’S RESIGNATION. 
COL. M’LEWEE DESCRIBES SOME OF THE 
TROUBLES IN GOV. HILL’s MILITARY 

FAMILY. 


The announcement ofthe pending disintegra- 
tion of Gov. Hill’s military staff, of which the 
resignation of Inspector Genera) Emil Schaeter 
is accepted as the forerunner, has set the 
} tongues of members of the National Guard 
a-wagging. Rumor is gleefully busy with the 
reputations and records of the titled gentiemen 
who ‘‘run” the National Guard at Albany, and 
there is abundant likelihood that before the ac- 
tion of Gen. Schaefer ceases to be a sensation 
many old wounds will be reopened and batties 
will be fought openly which have hitherto been 
waged without publicity. 

“The Porter party will discover,” said a 
militiaman of high standing yesterday, “before 
they get through with this matter that they 
have brought a hornets’ nest about their ears. 
Gov. Hill has backed up the Adjutant General 
in his military projects toan unexampled ex- 
tent, but when it comes to upholding Gen. 
Porter in a personal crusade against a brother 
staff officer possessing the political and finan- 
cial power wielded by Inspector General 
Schaefer, ‘Wily Davy’ is likely to call 
@ halt of the most peremptory kind. 
It is dollars to ducats that Gen. 
Schaefer does not care to be a member of the 
Staff, and he will be a three-time winner over 
the faction opposing him. First, he will retain 
his present position, if he so desires, under the 
assurance that the conduct of his department 
shail not be meddled with by the Adjutant Gen- 
eral; second, he will not be interfered with in 
the exercise of his prerogative in the appoint- 
mentof his Assistant Inspector General and 


the assistants in the Inspector General’a De- 
partment, and, third, he will be accorded the 
recognition to which his rank and position and 
bis military ability justly entitle him. 

“The evident endeavor to force the accept- 
ance of Gen. Schaefer’s resignation upon Gov. 
Hill will fail. With the close of the encamp- 
ment season at the State Camp on Aug. 11 the 
National Guard year will practically end, and 
the determination of the Commander in Chief 
in respect to the complications in the Inspector 
General's Department will then be made puhiic. 
What that determination is likely to be I huve 
indicated. It may not please some persons at 
General Headquarters in Albany, but it is cer- 
tain to be in line with the personal and political 
interests of Gov. Hill.” 

Col. Fred C. McLewee ia indignant that he 
should be charged with having made the first 
public announcement that Gen. Schaefer’s res- 
ignation was in the hands of the Governor. 

“*So far from my having made mention of this 
matter in the Seventh Regiment Armory,” said 
Col. McLewee, “the fact is that I have not been 
inside the armory since December. [I would not 
presume to speak for Gen. Schaefer—he is fully 
able to speak for himself—but there are 
some matters connected with this sub- 
ject upon which I am competent to re- 
mark of my own Knowledge. The imputa- 
tion that it would have been better for 
Gen. Schaefer to have resigned his commission 
at the time it was made apparent to him that 
his personal desires would not be permitted to 
be gratified is entirely gratuitous. Asa matter 
ot fact, the resignatiou of Gen. Schaefer was 
placed in Gov. Hill’s hands over four months 
ago. When the issue was presented of the re- 
tention of Col. McGrath as Assistant Inspector 
General against nis expressed wishes Gen. 
Schaefer plainly told the Governor it was simpiy 
a question whether he or Col. McGrath remained. 
The Porter party triumpbed for the time beins, 
and the resignation of the Inspector General re- 
sulted in consequence, 

“Gen. Schaefer acted promptly, as any cen- 
tleman and officer should. Now tris was a 
trausaction wholly between Gov. Hill ana 
Gen. Schaefer, and Known only to them. I[6 
could not have been made public, presumably, 
save by them. Gen. Schaefer, | amin a posi- 
tion to know, did not proclaim what he had 
done, and Gov. Hillis not the kind of a man to 
take the public into his contidence—-until he is 
prepared todo so. But, nevertneless, the fact 
bus been whispered in National Guard circies 
for months thatthe Inspector General had re- 
signed. 

“My individual connection with this untfort- 
unate affair has been misundersteod. I have 
at no time been an aspirant for the position of 
Assistant Inspector General, and | served the 
State faithtuily in that department for three 
years, a8 the official recognition of Adjt. Gen. 
Porter attests, at a considerable persoual sacri- 
fice. That Gen. Schaefer should have wished to 
have me as his assistant is not altogether to be 
wondered at. He was my recruit in the Third 
Company of the Seventh Regiment and & mem- 
ber of my recruit class. He wanted a Mal as- 
sociated with him with whom he could have inti- 
mate, friendly, and official relations. [consented 
to accept the position on the understanding that 
certain conditions were complied with, ard 
further, that Col, McGrath was not to be dis- 
placed merely to make room forme. Col. Me- 
Grath had frequently averred that 1f any caueo 
of dissatisfaction with him existed on the part 
of Gen. Schaefer he wouid forthwith resixn, 
but when the time came that his resignation 
was asked for by the Inspector General it was 
found that he had been alert to array poweriul 
political influence from the city of Brooklyn in 
his behalf, together with that of the Adjutant 
General, to compel his retention. 

“ The change in the Assistant Inspector Gen- 
eral’s position contemplated by Gen. Schaefer, 
I have reason for knowing, wae agreed to by the 
Governor. Without entering into details, I may 
say briefly, and without egotism, that the 
chief reason, among others urged by the Tn- 
spector General, was that he proposed to give 
the Governor an inspecting officer who was 
fully the equal, if not the superior of Col. Mc- 
Grath. If this assertion is questioned I am 

repared to demonstrate ts correctness. 
ft was represented to the Governor that I was a 
rabid Republican partisan, that [had given up 
$1,000 to aid Warner Miller for Governor, that 
I was a bitter and uncompromising foe to his 
admiuistration, and he could not afiord to dis- 
place a good Democrat in favor of a hide-bound 
Republican. As amatterof fact, while I am 
and always have been a Republican, [am es- 
sentially an independent, and have as fre 
quently voted and worked for the candidates of 
the opposition as for those of my own party. 
But the arguments prevailed, the Porter 
party having the ear of Goy. Hill for the 
time being, and Gen. Schsefer was com- 
pelled to submit to the inevitable, with the 
result of his manfully tendering his resigua- 


tion. 

* What disposition Gov. Hill will make of the 
case eventuaily is, vf course, only known to 
himself. The Perter party are out for biood, 
and at present they are in the ascendant. They 
have said that Gen. Schaefer must get out. It 
remains to be seen whether Gov. Hill will ooin- 
cide with their views.” 

PEEKSKILL, July 17.—The exclusive publica- 
tion in THE TiMEs of this morning of the resig- 
nation of Gen. Emil Schaefer, Inspector Gen- 
eral, created a sepsation herein camp. Gen. 
Porter, who is here, declares he knows noth- 
ing of the resignation one way or another, 
otticially or unofficially. 

Had the resignation been seht in in regular 
form it would have gone through Gen. Porter's 
hands. As it must have been sent to the Gov- 
ernor direct the inference is that Gen. Schaefer 
purposely desired to withhold the information 
trom the Adjutant General.

RIVER AND HARBOR WORK 


PROGRESS OF A YEAR IN 

OONNECTIOUT. 

IMPROVEMENTS MADE AND PROJECTED 
AND APPROPRIATIONS ASKED—THE 
WORK ON LONG ISLAND SOUND. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—Col. David ©. Hous- 
ton, Corps of Engineers, in charge of the im- 
provements of Connecticut River and‘of the 
rivers and harbors on Long Island Sound, sub- 
mitted his annual report to the chief of engineers 
to-day. The operations in the Thames River 
during the year consisted chiefly in dredging, 
and 84,890 cubic yards of sand and mud were 
removed atand near Allyn’s Point, widening 
the chanpel on the east side by from 100 to 
200 feet, so that vessels wishing to discharge 
at the wharf would be abie to lie at anchor 
without blocking the main channel. The depth 
attained was16 feet below mean water. A 
channel 200 feet wide and 16 feet deep was 
dredged through the Cross-Over shoals at Bart- 
lett, about eight miles below Norwich, and the 
angles at the entrance to the channel were re- 
duced, 68,991 cubic yards being dredged out at 
this point. , 

Work was commenced above -Allyn’s Point 
April 23, and at the close of the fiscal year 
33,547 eubie yards had been dredged out, mak- 
ing @&depth of 12 feet over Hay Cocks Shoal 
and over the shea) below the Norwich and 
Worcester Railroad wharf. ‘he middle ground 
at Norwich shealed slightly at the upper end 
during the Winter and Spring, but otherwise it 
has rewalped the same depth as last year, 

The roliing mili lake, whien ig to be 4,350 feet 
long, bas reached a length of 3,093 feet, and 
extends to about 250 feet south of the lower 
roiling mill embankment. Under the coutract 
now in progress the channel between Woilden’s 
island and Norwich will be dredged to 100 feet 
wide and 12 feet deep; the channel at Wolden’s 


Island will bé made 14 feet deep, and the sharp 
bend at Long Beach, tive miles below Norwich, 
will be reduced. The remainder of the present 
appropriation will be expended on repairs to the 
dikes which require immediate attention. The 
appropriation asked for next year is $95,600, 
and it is proposed to apply it to completing the 
dikes and Making and maintaining a chaynel 
200 feet wide and16 feet deep up to Allvn’s 
Point and thence to Norwich 14 feet deep. 

No work was done in New-London Harbor ana 
on the Connecticut River above Hartford dur- 
ing the year, and no estimate for next year is 
submitted. In the Connecticut below Hartford 
channeis 12 feet deep at low tide were dreaged 
through ail the shoals, and the channel be- 
tween the jetties at the river's mouth was 
widened to 130 feet, witha depth of 12 feet. 
The estimate tor next year is $90,000, to be 
expended on building the jetties and maintain- 
ing the channel. No work was done in Clinton 
Harbor, but $7,000 is asked for next year. 

in New-Haven Harbor work during the 
year was cupfined to extending the dikes and 
$78,000 is usked for continuing the work next 
yeur. Work on the New-Haven breakwater 
Was continued during the year andit was ex- 
tended 300 feet in length. It is proposed to ex- 
tend it across Winx’s Ledge to the edge of the 
channel on the east side of the rock, giving it a 
total length of 3,450 feet, to repair the part 
Which has settled, and to strengthen the sea- 
ward siope. This is estimated to cost $941,134, 
of which $500,060 is asked for next year. It is 
recommended that the plan of relecating the 
western breakwater 1n a soutuwesterly direc- 
tion be considered in connection with the gen- 
eral subject of harbors of refuge in Long Island 
Sound. The plan involves a large additional 
expenditure, for which no estimate has yet 
been miade, 

At the Housatonic River a contract has been 
made for tha construction of a riprap break- 
water to extend southeastwardly from Milford 
Reach, and work was to be commenced early 
this mouth. A dredging plant has also been 
contracted for, and $100,000 is’ asked to con- 
tinue the work next year. 

in Bridsewuter Harbor 34,054 cubic yards of 
Material Was removed from the stream entering 
into the harbor, giving a channel 75 to $0 feet 
wide, 9 feet deep at ‘mean low water, and 1,500 
feetiong. For next year $55,000 1s asked. In 
Port Clinton Harbor 38,698 tons of stone was 
Placed in the breakwater, extending it from 
sunken reck shoreward for 2588 feet. Twenty 
theusand dollars is asked for this harbor next 
year. . 

In Glen Cove Harbor, N. Y., 4,216 tons of 
stooe was delivered auring the year, building 
220 iineai feet of the breakwater. The estimate 
for next year 1s $55,000. 

Ip addition to these works Col. Huston has 
submitied the following estimates: Flushing 
Bay, $35,000; Kobo Harbor, $19,000; Green- 
port Harbour, $16,000; Five-Mile River Harbor, 
$10,000, and Norwalk Harbor, $4,000. 


THE WORK IN MICHIGAN. 


(MPROVEMENTS PROJECTED AND UNDER 
WAY ON THE LAKES. 


DeErTRoIT, July 17,—Gen. O. M. Poe has just 
completed his annual report on the lake and 
harbor improvements under his charge for the 
year ending June 30, and from an advance 
publication here the following careful summary 
is made: 

The report covers detailed statements of the 
cost of completing the improvements now under 
way and of maintaining the works already con- 
structed, together with some more general ob- 
servations on water transportation. The proj- 
ect. for obtaining a navigable channel of 12 
feet depth between Lakes Superior apd Huron 
bad been fairly compieted when the demands 
of commerce so enormously increased that the 
work of obtaining a depth of 20 feet through- 
ous was undertaken with the full sanction 
of both legislative and executive author- 
ity. This necessitated the construction of 
anew lock in the Sault Canal, in place of the 
old one built by the State of Michigan in 1855. 
This new lock is to have a length of 800 feet 
between gates,a width of 100 feet through- 
out, a depth of 21 feet in the mitre sills, and a 
single litt approximating 18 feet. The canal 1s 
to be deepened to correspond. The estimated 
cost of this enlargement of the canal system 16 
$4,738,865, of which $1,000,000 has already 
been appropriated. The urgency for the com- 
pletion of the work is s0 great that an estimate 
of $1,235,875 1s submitted for the prosecution 
of the work during tbe fiscal year ending June 
30,1891. The aggregate expense on this im- 
provement to June 30 last was $250,381, 

The report on the Kay Lake channel contains 
an interesting review of the progress of that 
lmprovement from its inception to the present 
time. ‘The original estimates for the work were 
based on @ project for a channel 300 feet wide 
pnd 17 feet deep, leaving the present navigable 
channel of 8t. Mary’s River at Sugar Island 
Rapids two miles aud a hal? below the Sault 
Canal, proceeding by way of Hay Lake 
and Middie Nesbish, and rejoining the 
present navigable channel at the foot 
of sugar Istaad. It is estimated that 
the improvement would save a distance of 
eleven miles, providing a channel could be so 
Inarked by lights as to be navigable by night, a 
condition practically impossible with the pres- 
ent ehanne)l, The estimated cost of the work 
Was fixed at $2,659,115, when the projected 
depth of the channel was changed from 17 to 
20 fest. The appropriations made by Congress 
for this object from 1882 to 1888 aggregate 
$975,000. The total amount gxpended on the 
work to date is $497,768, of which $103,172 
was expended during the fiscal year ending Jung 
30 last. An estimate of $500,000 is made for 
carrying on the work during the year ending 
June 30,1891. The total amount still necessary 
to finish the improvement is $1,684,115. 

ibe most important of the Government works 
in the Lietroit River 1s that at Lime Kiln Crogs- 
ing. There was originally at this point a depth 
of but 13 feet of water. and this was affected 
hy the force and direction of the wind. The 
tirst plan for the improvement of the channel 
was, the report says, projected in 1874 and 
contemplated a curved passageway 300 feet 
wice and 20 deep. The pian has since been 
changed by making a straight channel and in- 
creasing the widtu to 440 feet. Up to this time 
the present year the contractors have drilled 
nearly five thousand holesin the solia rock of the 
river bottom. The actual cost of a 440-fvoot 
thanne! will be $703,009 when completed. The 
total amount expended on the Lime Kiln Cross- 
ing improvement to date ia $612,807, of which 
$40,557 was expended during the fiscal year 


ending June 30 last. The importance of the “ 


work is obvious, in the light of figures showing 
that the number of vesseis passing through De- 
troit River during the season of 1888 was 
81,404 and the total tonnage 19,099,060. The 
number of loaded raiiroad cars transported 
across the river during the same seasun was: 
Kast bound, 147,003, and west bound, 128,970, 
or 3 311,676 tona. 

Gen. Poe transmits an estimate for improv- 
ing Grosse Pointe Channel between Detroit and 
St. Clair Flata, ef #555,000. It contemplates a 
channel depth of 1949 feet. The cost of operat- 
ing and taking care of 8t. Clair Flats Canal last 
year was $20,315. Gen--Poe is very urgent in 
his recommendation that an appropriation bé 
made for tne improvement of this canal. The 
amount immediately required is $200,530. 
There willbe required 3,800 feot of sheet pil- 
ing, and it will be necessary to dredge 500,000 
cubic feet. 

Worx on the improvement of the Saginaw 
River is progressing. The first project for the 
improvement of the river was formed in 1866, 
since which time $439,606 02 has been spent 
on the stream. An estimate of $138,800 is made 
for carrying on the work during the year end- 
ing June 30, 1891. The improvement of the 
riyer covers a distance of .twenty-three~miles 
trom ita meuth, and it will still cost $237,250 te 
comupiete it. The cemmerce of the stream 
amounts to 2,000,000 tons annually, valued at 
$20,000.000, 

Gen. Poe refers to the proposition to build a 
ship caval across the upper peninaula of Michi- 
gau to connect Lakes Superior and Michigan 


and gives it a“biack eye.” The amount of 
freight transported between these lakes for the 
season of 1888 aggregated 267,849 tons, or only 
4 per cent. of the whole, The report makes al- 
lusion to the relative cost of transporting 
freight by the water route and by railway 
routes available for the same traffic. ‘*The 
comparison made last year,” says Gen. Poe,“ was 
the subject of some criticism, and the point was 
made that the rate per mile per lon named as 
railway transportation was too nigh, because it 
was an average for all freights, a large propor- 
tion of which was very valuable, and were 
therefore charged higher rates than were 
charged for the heavier and coarser products 
transported by water; consequently to make 
the comparison a fairone the rates for the 
transportation of the same kinds of freights 
should have been compared, The criticism 
seems 80 be a just one, and if the comparisons 
were made in the way indicated the result 
might not have been so conspicuously favorable 
to the water route, Still the pecuniary advan- 
tage of water transportation would evidently 
have been very great. Moreover, owing to the 
comparatively small value of the products 
shipped Dy water, the? assumption is not wide 
of the mark that they could not have borne the 
burden of rail rates, andif no other means of 
transportation had existed they could simply 
not have been transported at all.” From a 
large amount of statistics gathered from all 
points on the great lakes, the report arriyea at 
an aggregate of freight charges for 1888 of 
$7,883,077, or at the rate of l42 mills per mile 
per ton, a reduction of eight-tenths of a mill 
over the preceding year. The average freight 
charge per unit on principal commodities was 
found to be as toliows: Coal, 70 cents; flour, 174 
cents: wheat, 3'ecenta; corn, 4142 Gents; oats, 
5 cents;-manufactured iron, $1 80; salt, 16 
cents; copper, $2 35; tron ore, $1 28; pig iron, 
$1 30; lumber, $2 80; silver ore, $1 90; build- 
ing stone, $2 05; unclassified freight, $3. 


COLBY’S NEW PRESIDENT. 





DR. PEPPER RESIGNS AND PROF. SMALL 
APPOINTED. 


PORTLAND, Me., July 17.—At a meeting of the 
Trustees of Colby University this afternoon the 
resignation of the Rev. G, D, B. Pepper as Pres- 
ident of the college, tendered at the late Com- 
mencement, but not previously announced, 
was accepted, and Prof. Albion W. Small, Ph. 
D., Professor of History at Colby since 1881, 
was unanimously chosen President in Dr. P 
per’s place. Dr. Pepper gave as the reason for 
his resignation that his health had become 1m- 
paired and the duties of the Presidency had be- 
come irksome to him. He believed that Prof. 
Small was the man who ought tosucceed him, 


bringing the energy of early manhood, signal 
ability, and love tor the college equal to his 
own. 

Prof, Small ia thirty-five years old, the young- 
est President the college has ever nad, and the 
only graduate of the college who has beld the 
chair. He is @ graduate of Colby, Class of ’76, 
und of Newton, Class of ’79. He studied at 
Berlin and Leipsic fortwo years, and in 1881 
was chosen Professor of History at Colby. Last 
year he got leave of absence and studied his- 
tory and sociology at Johns Hopkins Universi- 
ty, where be also instituted a class of graduates 
and undergraduates in English and American 
history.

FAILURE OF AN IRO:’ KING. 

ELK Hory, Wis., July 17.—John E. Burton, 
known as the Gogebic Iron King during the 
mining craze two years ago, has made an 
assignment. Gage F. Tarbell of Milwaukee is 
the assignee. 

The liabilities of Mr. Burton are stated to be 
about $825,000, and the Central Trust Company 
of New-York is one of the largest creditors. 

The suit involving the Jegality ana justice of 
this claim, which is disputed, is now pending 
before the Supreme Court. The secured claims 
against Mr. Burton amourt to about $600,000, 
apd there is no prospect that there will be any- 
thing left to pay the unsecured claims, the 
assgeta being stated to be about $701,000, in- 
cluding $600,000 in real estate and $100,000 in 
personal property. 

The real estate consists of property in Lake 
Geneva Valued at $300,000, a business bleck in 
Chicago valued at $200,000, and property in 
Hurley and other plages valued at $100,000. 
Besides this there is stated to be $100,000 per- 
soual property, consisting of mortgages, notes, 
stocks, &c. There gre no preferrea creditors. 

Mr. Burton says that he has been so harassed 
by creditors that he was forced to assign. He 
said to-night: ‘* Nearly one hundred suits have 
been brought against mein eighteen months, 
and wy credit is ruined and my property de- 
preeciated and siaughtered from $2,200,000 to 
less than $1,000,000, and in nearly all cases it 
Was wholly unnecessary,” 





STATE OOMMISSIONERS IN LUNAOY. 

ALBANY, July 17,—The State Commissioners 
in Lunacy were in session here to-day. They 
adopted resolutions providing that where any 
person who is confined in any public or private 
insane asylum or retreat for whom such asylum 
authorities have not properly drawn a certifi- 
cate of commitment, or no certificate at all is 
on file in such institution, they shall immediate- 
ly cause such person to be examined and a com- 
mitment filed accordingly. In the case of the 
transfer of a patient for whom thereis no cer- 
titicate of transfer on file and for whom one 
cannot be secured, a re-examination shall be 
had and the proper commitment shall be filed 
in the institution where the patientis then de- 
tained. 

The Secretary was directed to request the 
Superintendent of the State Insane Asylum to 
attend a meeting of the commission in order to 
devise and establish a uniform system of finan- 
cia] accounts and statistical records for those 
institutions, 

The Superintendents of all asylums, homes, or 
retreats for the insane will be notified to for- 
ward to the commission copies of medical 
certificates or orders upon which patients have 
been committed since the passage of the aet 
creating the commission, ani also to forward 
them all the detained correspondence of 
patients. 





ACOIDENTS AT A OTROUVS. 

MILFORD, Mass,, July 17.—At an exhibition 
here last evening of W. H. Bristol & Co.’s circus 
two different sections of seats caved in. The 
performance had hardly begun when one-third 
of thé seats on the west side of the tent gave 
way with 600 people. Several persons were 
badly hurt and many more or less bruised. 
Physicians were summoned and the injured 
people were removed. The performance bad 
just been resumed when half of the reserved 
seats section, with 200 more spectators, fell in. 
This created asecond panic, and it was with 
much dificulty that order was restored with- 
out serious injury to more people. It was 
found that the supports of the seaisin the wet 
ground had been forced down by overcrowding. 
In the eecond accident many persons were 
siiehtly cut and bruised.

HUMORS OF THE. OAMP LIFE 
AT PHEEHKSKILL. 
THE TWENTY-THIRD’S VICTORY OVER 
AN INVISIBLE ENEMY—TWO COM- 
PANIES ON THE GRAND GUARD. 


PEEKSKILL, July 17.—In spite of the cool 
breeze that swept through the Highlands this 
morning the parade ground at the State Camp 
‘was not a comfortable place for a man loaded 
down with his uniform and equipments. At 
daybreak one of those sudden and sharp blows 
which proved so disastrous to the early Dutch 
navigators, as ehronicied in Knickerbocker’s 
faithful history of New-York, struck the camp 
and for a time the tent pegs sustained a strain 
that threatened each succeeding moment to lay 
everything low. The regiment was out on 
skirmish drill half an hour after reveille and 
was put thronghb its paces for nearly two hours. 

At 9:30 it was ordered out again. Col. Part- 
ridge wasin command. For an hour it was 
Mancuvred on the parade ground to the great 
satisfaction of the officers. Then a rest was 
ordered, and the men were sent to the shade. 
Suddenly word was brought to Col. Partridge 
that a large enemy was coming over the top of 
Skirmisher Hill, The bugier sounded “ atten- 
tion.” The companies of Oapts. Candee and 
De Forest were deployed as skirmishers under 
the command of Lieut. Col. Smith, who sent 
them up over the precipitous slopes of the bill 
with directions to keep a sharp lookout, and to 
be careful and not molest any non-combatants 
that they might encounter. Up the hill went 
the boys with a rush, and they soon were swal- 
lowed upin the heavy foliage. Then came, 


with his horse covered with foam, a courier, 
who reported that the invisible enemy was 
attempting to turn the‘left flank of the main 
furce, which was drawn up in iine of battle on 
vy malin parade ground in charge of Col. Part- 
ridge, 

Major Waters was ordered to detach Capt. 
Everdell’s command aud to send that forward 
on the new parade ground, deployed as skir- 


| mishers, Major Waters accompanied the troops. 


Presently communication was made with Lieut. 
Col, Smith’s command and the entire line of 
skirmishers advanced, kneeling and firing as 
they went. There was every indication that the 
skirmishers would be driven in on the main 
force, and Col. Partridge brought up the rel- 
ment in double time. The skirmishers, after a 
desperate encounter with the enemy’s pickets, 
were recalied, falling back on the main line in 
dovble time. 

A new line of skirmishers was then pushed to 
the front, Col. Partridge going forward with 
them, leaving Col. Smith in command of the 
regiment. The enemy, who carefully kept 
himself concealed in the thick underbrush 
at the northeast end of the parade ground, was 
plainly too strong for the Brceoklyn boys, and 
finally the entire command was advanced. This 
capped the climax—the invisible enemy was 
never heard of more, and the Twenty-third re- 
turned to camp exultant over a victory with an 
enemy its members had not seen. It was fun, 
however, and the boys alienjoyedit. It gave 
them plenty of exercise in the open air and col- 
ored their noses and necks to the hue of their 
army blankets, besides introducing them to one 
of the best drills laid down in the regulations. 

Col. Phisterer, the Post Adjutant, is one of 
the best informed military men in the State. 
He prepares the countersigns for the camp. 
The countersign is generally the name of some 
famous battle or great soldier. It is sent to che 
persons who are entitled to use it in the shape 
of a cocked bat note. One night last year the 
countersign was Okeechobee. Its appearance 
hadamost depressing effect on someof the 
ofticers, many of whom concluded to remain in 

their tents rather than run therisk of being 
challenged. One officer, however, who nassed 
the evening at general headquarters, found him- 
self before a sentinel, Then he remembered 
that he had left his cociked-hat note in his other 
coat and atthe same time he discovered that 
he could not pronounce the name. The sentinel 
halted him. * A friend with’—at that moment, 
when he was nonplused what to say, nature 
came to his aid and he sneezed violently— 
**O-kee-chew !” ‘“ All right,” exclaimed the 
sentinel, ‘ That’s right! Go ahead,” 

A couple of weeks ago Co!, Lodor of the regu- 
lars was makinga tour of the sentinels, and 
was challenged. The Colonel walked up to the 
guard and exclaimed: 

“Do you know what the countersign is?’ 

“Yes,” promptly replied the sentinel, “ An- 
tietem.” 

“That's right,” exclaimed the Colonel, and 
walked on, 

But last night Capt. Thurston, the dynamite 
sharp, had an experience with the guard. The 
countersign was Preston Pans. The Captain 
had been elected an honorary member of Com- 
pany D, and after the ceremony started for his 
quarters. He was hailed by the tirst sentinel, 
who demanded the countersign, “The Devil's 
Frying Pan,” *‘Dish Pan,” and ail other kinds of 
pans came to his mind except Preston Pans, 
and it is difficuitto explain where he would have 
passed the night had not one of. the officers of 
the guard come to his rescue. 

The grand guard went out this afternoon. 
consisted of two companies, B, Capt. Candee, 
and I, Capt. Holmes, the former the ranking 
otticer commanding. It took with it one ration. 
Lieut, Hamilton of the Fifth Artillery acgom- 
panied it as instructor. Before proceeding to 
the outposts Lieut. Hamilton delivered a lecture 
to the guard, explaining the nature and im- 
portance of this guard. The absence of 100 
men, detailed for this duty, made dress parade 
very light this evening.

With impressive ceremonies the cornerstone 
of the new Lewis-Avenue Congregational 
Chureh, at Lewis-avenue and Madison-street, 
Brooklyn, was laid yesterday afternoon.

TO TEST OCEAN OURRENTS. 

For experiments with ocean currents sub- 
surface floats areto beset adrift, by order of 
Lieut. Pillsbury of the navy, for the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Survey. These floats 
will be made of a one-and-a-half-inch-square 
white-painted pine staff, and will be about 
eight feet long. The staff will project from one 
foot to two.feet above the surface, and will be 


surmounted by a simple tin vane, It will have 
four galvanized sheet-iron wings at the lower 
end to receive theimpulse of ocean currents. 
The staff carries tive water-tight tubes of glass, 
each held in a mortice by a copper wire. Each 
tube incloses an envelope addressed to the De- 
vartment at Washington, and containing a 
eafiet of instruction to the finder, who is ex- 
pected to break open atube, fill the blank, 
noting position, &c., of the float, forward this 
to Washington, and set the float adrift again. 


SUICIDE FROM DiSAPPOINTMENT. 

William Ottman. who lives at 74 Adams- 
street, Hoboken, went to Brooklyn yesterday to 
look for his mother, Ann Ottman, who left his 
home on July 3 to visit friends, He found that 
she had not been to see her frienas. He then 
called at the Morgue, where he was told that a 
woman had been found in the trout pond at 
Prospect Park on July 3,and upon being shown 
the woman’s clothing he identified it as that of 
his mother. 

Mrs. Ottman several months ago received 
word that some property had been left her in 
Germany, She crossed the ocean to secure it, 
but was unable to «do so. This affected her 
mind upon her return and it is believed that 
she Was insane and committed suicide.

HIPPOLYTE IS CALMLY AWAITING HIS 
DOWNFALL AT 8T. MARO. 


GONAIVES, Hayti, June 29.—The state of af- 
fairs at this port remains about the same as 
during the past two months, The North 1s still 
confident of victory and the South believes that 
Hippolyte will fall. 

Hippolyte arrived here June 20 with some 
two thousand men, and his entry was the occa- 
sion for a great celebration. Judging from the 
amount of powder burned the forces of the 
North must be well supplied. Hippolyte re 
mained until June 24, when he struck camp 
and proceeded overland to St. Marc, The two 
gunboats Jacmel and Artibonite immediately 
followed, taking with them alarge number of 
the troops... The rumor js current that Hippo- 
lyte will remain but a few days in 8t, Maro, and 
that he will soon maxe his advance on Port au 


Prince. It is expected thatif he takes Port au 
Prince at all he will accomplish it before the 
end of July. The peopie of Gonaives are 
strong Nurthern sympathizers and feel confi- 
dent that Hippolyte will win. 

News was received bere yesterday that two 
small villages in the vicinity of the capital were 
taken by Hippolyte, Dessalaines, it is said, has 
failen. This place is only seven miles to the 
northward of the capital. Trade to Gonaives is 
very brisk. A great amount of general ~~ 
coming in, and -prices fur all work 18 high, g- 
wood is plenty, fully 1,200 to 1,500 tons await- 
ing shipment. This quantity is being daily in- 
creased by continual acquisitions. 

The new fractional currency was put in cir- 
culation to-day. The natives diu not seem to 
take Kindly to it, especially to the .10 scrip. 
The .25 scrip being larger in size, they concluded 
it was wore Valuable, and consequently one had 
less trouble paying laborers with it, 

Capt. Crocker of the American schooner G. 
W. Holden, nbuw in port, brought down one of 
the best charters takean out of New-York for 
many years. He obtained something like $3,000 
for the trip. 


The steamship Caroline Miller arrived at this 
port yesterday from Gonaives, St, Maro, Port 
de Paix, and Cape Haytien, Hayti, with Frank 


Cc. Elliott, a South-street shipping broker, and 
J. McCaldin, one of her owners, aboard as pas- 
senvers, 

Mr, Elliott, speaking of affairs in Northern 
Hayti, said: “ We left St. Marc on July 2, after 
being in port three days. While we were there 
Gen. Jean Jumeau, who is Hippolyte’s best 
fighting General, left for the front at La Coupe, 
four milesin the rear of Portau Prince. At 
the same time Gen. Piquant, whois a deserter 
from Légitime, and Gen. Alexis Nord moved up 
to Quartier du Bouquet, about seven miles from 
Port au Prinee, which they occupied. The two 
divisions of the army situated at La Coupe and 
Quartier du Bouquet number about tweive thou- 
sand men, in fine fighting trim, well armed and 
equipped, ana anxious for the advance on Port 
au Prince, where Légitime is cooped up: unabie 
to muke a move for want of means. is men 
are belng Drought to 8t. Mare daily by Hippo- 
lycte’s soldiers, and boastfully claim that they 
are deserters, having allowed themselves to ba,) 
captured. Large numbers of tiem are at 
Gunaives and St. Mare on parole, and they are 
perfectiy satistied, as they are allowed to 
work andearn money when they want to, and 
many have signified their desire to enter Hip- 
polyte’s army. They are weil fed at St. Maro 
a Gonaives, provisions being plentiful and 
cheap. 

**Hippolyte has removed the seat of the Pro- 
visional Government from Cape Haytien to St. 
Mare, so as to be nearer the seat of war. We 
Saw nothing of Légitime’s gunboats on this 
trip. Admiral Gbherardi has stopped all that 
foolishness, and there i8 mo more danger of 
interference, Légitime has practically backed 
down, and the pretended biockade is ended.” 

While in St. Mare Mr. Elliott called on Hip- 
polyte and hada long conversation with him. 
Hippolyte was particularly anxious not to be 
looked upon as a seeker after the Presidency, 
saying that he would not Lave the office afcer 
the trouble is settled. He appeared tc be a very 
plain, amiable gentleman, 

In speaking of the Haytian troubles Mr. El- 
liott said that he doubted whether Hippolyte’s 
forces would attempt to capture Port au Prince 
by assault, as the place is strongly fortitied, and 
thought he was acting wisely in waiting for inter- 
nal dissension to open the gates fur him, Mr. 
Elliott also said that while he was in St, Marc 
aud Gonaives the United States man-of-war 
Kearsarge was at Port au Prince, but they saw 
and spoke the Ossipee at Mole St. Nicholas 
while she was on her way to Port au Prince, 
He thinks that it is only a matter of a few days, 
or at least weeks, before Légitime will leave the 
island, and possibly seek protection from his 
own friends on board some of the foreign war 
ships in the bay. 

J. 8 Cameron of the Clyde Steamship Com- 
pany denied yesterday that either he or William 
P. Clyde had received Generals’ commissions as 
acompliment from Hippolyte. The story orig- 
inated as a joke wi Minister Preston. 

The Atlas Line steamship Ailsa, which sails 
for Port au Prince to-day, will carry 1,000,000 
metallic cartridges and 1,000 Remington rifles 
to Légitime. 





A TALK WITH POWDERLY., 

OnicaGo, July 17.—General Master Workman 
Powderly of the Knights of Labor and his co- 
adjutors, Holland, Wright, Hays, Devlin, and 
Costello, got fairlydown to business at their 
Sherman House headquarters to-day, and made 
considerable progress in examining complainis, 
petitions, and reports in relation to the order in 
the Northwest. 

“Tne charter of the first assembly of France,” 
said Mr. Powderly to a reporter, ‘* was pre- 
pared this morning and started on its way to 
It was given to Mrs. Barry, 

the general director and instructor in woman’s 
work, and she started for Philadelphia, from 
whence she sails for Paris, The first assembly 
has been organized for some time, but we have 
hela back the charter, preferring to send it by a 
special messenger.” 

Talking about the ballot, Mr. Powderly said: 
**That something of this kind is necessary can 
be seen by the state of affairs in my own State, 
Pennsylvania, There in the coal fields the 
laborer is under the grind of the millstones, 
Every eftort has been made to convince him 
that his remedy isdn his own hands atthe polls, 
but when election day comes he walks up and 
votes as usual for the old parties and for men 
who go to Congress and sell out.

It is a question eaay of solution 
tv the thinger and reader of to-day; and the 
only remedy is the secret ballot, where the 
citizen can vote without fearing to express his 
own feelings and bring misery upon himself by 
bis vote. Several bills have been prepared for 
the development of this theory, but not one of 
them covers the requirements. It is only a pre- 
tense so far.”

A FLY THAT KILLS OATILE, 

Rep Bank, N. J., July 17.—The buffalo fly 
has appeared in Western Monmouth County, 
and the farmers have lost many head of cattle 
by it. The fiy is small and ofa black color. 
Its method of attack 1s for the female fly to bore 
the flesh at the base of the horns and deposit 
her eggs, and when the grub hatches it pene- 
trates the head at the base of the horns and 
also works through the horns. The animal thus 
afilicted shakes its head and endeavors to 
scratch the top ofits head with its hind hoofs. 
While the grub is growing the animal becomes 
crazy and butts its head against the fences, 
which reguits oftentimes in the breaking off of 
its horns. 

There is no cure forthe animal after the fly 
has once deposited its eggs. The most effective 
way to keep the flies off the cattle is to daup the 
base of the horus with wood or coal tar. 





DUPED BY A DEAF-MUTE, 

ELIzaBETH, N. J., July 17.—The deaf-mute 
boy, Charles Koerkel, who escaped from New- 
York Police Headquarters on Monday night by 
picking the lock of his cell with a spoon, was in 
this city yesterday, and skillfully imposed on 
the sympathy of the people around the station.

FORMS OF GOVERNMENT 


BUSY DAY IN THB NEW STATE 
COON VENTIONB. 
JUDGE COOLEY TALKS TO THE NORTH 
DAKOTIANS—AOCTION RESCINDED IN 
SOUTH DAKOTA. 


BISMARCK, Dakota, July 17.—Theé politicians 
and especially thé aspirants for office under the 
State Government are beginning to realize that 
the Constitutional Convention has much to do 
with.their prospects, tinancial and political, 
and a lively interest is being manifested in 
the committee reports now being prepared and 
submitted. They are particularly interested 
in the report of the Committee on Executive. 
The committee has agreed on its report on sal- 
aries of State officers, but will not submit it to 
the convention for several days. 

The salaries recommended are as follows: 
Governor, $3,000; Lieutenant Governor, 
$1,000; Auditor and Commissioner of Insur- 
ance, $2,500 each; Secretary of State, Treas- 
urer, Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
Commissioners of Schoois and Public Lands, 
and Attorney General, $2,000 each. 

The committee also recommends that the 
Railroad Commission consist of three members, 
who shall be elected and whose salary shall be 
$2,000 each. This opens one.of the most inter- 
esting questions to be discussed in the con- 
vention, for the sentiment is pretty evenly 
divided between elective aud appointive 
Commissioners, many believing that it 
is safer to have the Commissioners appointed 
by the Governor than to place them under the 
influence of political pledges in conventions 
and campaigns. In answer to this, the friends 


of the proposition say that it will be much easier 
for the raiirvais to elect the Governor than 
to elect the Commissioners, and claim that the 
recommendation is 1p the interests of the farm- 
ers. lt is a debatable question, and the orators 
of the conventioo will ve heard from when it 
comes up tor final disposition, 

An ingenious checkmate on Chairman Colton’s 
Dilan of taxing railroads under a special State 
Board of Assessors was presented to-day. 
Mr. Coiton’s proposition was that rail- 
roads should be assessed by the State 
offices at not less than three thousand nor 
more than seven thousand dollars per mile. 
It appears Mr, Colton owns a large area of coal 
lands, and to-day a proposition was submitted 
providing that the Lieutenant Governor, Secre- 
tary of State, and State Auditor shail constitute 
a Board of Assessors to assess all native coal 
and bullion, and fixes the value of the coal 
for taxation at not.less than $1 nor more 
than $4 per ton. Itis said the preposition wil 
be pushed. Upon its reading the convention 
burst into a roar of laughter at Mr. Colton’s ex- 
pense, aud he manifested his appreciation of the 
situation by Joining in the levity. 

Mr, A. 8. Parsons of Morton introduced two 
proposed articles in the interest of the Knights 
of Labor, of which organization he is a mem- 
ber. He desires that the labor ot chil- 
dren under fifteen years of age in mines or 
factories shall be prohibited and that a State 
Board of Labor shall be appointed to communi- 
cate with the Labor Bureaus of the East to as- 
certain the financial condition and mode of 
living of the laboring classes of the country. 

At last the Constitution is confronted with 
the system of exemptions which had been so 
bitterly assailed during Territorial days. The 
propused article provides that every homestead 
consisting of not more than 160 acres, out- 
side of any incorporated city or village, and 
the buildings used thereon, or in heu thereof, 
any lot in any city, town, village, with the 
dwellings and buildings used thereon, owned 
and occupied as a home by any resident 
of this State, and not exceeding in 
value in either case the sum of 
$2,500, shall be exempt from sale under 
execution or other tinal process obtained on 
dept. The article also directs the Legislature 
to exempt a reasonable amount of personal 
property to each resident of the State, exemp- 
tion not to cover property in excess of the value 
of $1,500 nor less than $500. 

Lowell of Cass introduced a proposed article 
limiting the amount of debt to be contractea by 
the State to meet casual deficits or failures in 
revenues to $500,000, except in cases of ex 
traordinary emergencies, 

Proposed articles were introduced as follows: 
Providing that license for sale of intoxicating 
liquor shall be $1,000 in cities with over 5,000 
population and $500 in towns of less; making 
the basis of representation in the Legia- 
lature one Representative for every 700 
votres; making it necessary to have all 
bank notes issued for cireulation registered 
and countersigned by an officer of the State and 
compelling security for the full amount of the 
Treasurer; restricting the power of taxation 
in cities and villages; providing that all officers, 
civil and military, now in oftice, shall serve 
until suspended under the Constitution. 

Judge Cooley, Chairman of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, being in the city, 
was invited to address the convention, which 
he did briefly. He spoke of the great changes 
that have taken placein the tormsof govern- 
ment, paid a high compliment to the progress- 
ive West, but was very guarded in giving ad- 
vice. He said: ; 

GENTLEMEN: It is entirely ont of the question 
that I should undertake to be your adviser in re- 
gard to these matters. My present duties cail me 
aside from all labors of this kind, But were 1 to 
drop @ single word of advice, aithough I scarcely 
feel that it is within my province to do that, it 
would simply ode this: In your Constitution- making 
remember that times change, men change, that new 
things are invented new schemes, new vians, new 
uses of corporate power, and talnge are going to go 
on hereafter for all time, andif that period should 
ever come which we speak of asthe millennium I 
expect the same war will go on as even the 
millennium people will be studying ways where- 

y, by means of corporate ‘power, they can 
circumvent their neighbors. Don’tin your Consti- 
tution making legislate toomuoh. In your Consti- 
tution you are tying the hands of the people, Don’t 
do that to any such extent as to prevent the Legis. 
lature hereaiter from meeting ail evils that may 
be within the reach of proper legislation. Leave 
something for them; take care to -put proper 
restraint8 on them, but at the game time 
leave what property belongs to the field of legisia- 
tion tothe Legisiature of the future. You have 
got to trust some one in the future, and it is right 
and proper that each department of goverment 
should be trusted to perform its legitimate func 
tions.” 

The joint commission for the division of the 
propessy and adjustment of the debts of the 

erritory between the two States were in ses- 
sion several hours this evening. The time was 
spent in discussing @ base of division. 

Caldwell of South Dakota proposed that the 
division of the public institutions be made as 
they now stend, South Dakota assuming 
the indebtedness for those situated in 
the South and North Dakota assuming 
the debt on those in the North. This basis 
was approved very heartily by member 
from the North who have been inclined toward 
making the division on the vasis of value and 
money expended by the Territory. The consid- 
eration of the proposition to have the legislative 
power vested in a single body was postponed 
until Monday. «i 


HELENA, Montana, July 17.—The convention 
was called to order at 10 o’clock. A memorial 
was presented from Madison County indersing 


equal suffrage. Mr. Calloway, Chairman of the 
Committee on Public Lands, offered a resolution 
defining the boundaries of Montana. Mr. 
Rallivitt, Chairman of the Oommittee 
on Suffrage, offered a resolution in regard 
to the qualifications of office holders in the 
State. It specifies that they must have resided 
two years in Montana, also that no person shall 
be eligible to the office of Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor, or Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion unless he shall have attained the age of 
thirty years at the time of election; nor to the 
ottice of Secretary of State, Auditor, or State 
Treasurer uniess he shall have attained 
the age of twenty-five years; nor to the office of 
Attorney General, unjess he shall have attained 
the age of thirty years and been admitted to 
ten in the Supreme Court of the State or 

erritory of Montana, and bein good standing 
at the time of his election, The age of the Judge 
of the Supreme Court is stipulated ut thirty 

ears, of the District Court at twenty-five years.

A resolution prohibiting the sale of school 
Jands was reported favorably by the commit- 
tee.

BISHOP KEANE ON THE POP. 


HE SAYS AN AMERIOAN CARDINAL WILL 
NOT BE LEO’S sUCCESSOR. 


NasHVILLE, Tenn., July 17,—The American 
publishes an interview with Bishop Keane, ree- 
tor of the Catholic University at Washington, 
who is here in attendance on the National Edu- 
cational Association. Speaking of the reports 
in regard to the health of the Pope Bishop Keane 
says: 

“So far as the health of Leo XIII. is con- 
cerned there is little likelihood of his dying very 
soon. I saw him the day before I left Rome, 
March 19, and he was then the picture of health, 
stout, robust, and active, It is true that beis a 
very old man—eighty-two years old—but he does 
not stand alone as the only man of advanced 
age performing the active duties of a high and 


responsible position. Bismarck, Gladstone, 
Manning, as well as Leo XIIL, are far advanced 
in life, and yet these men are moving the world. 
Cardingl Newman is ninety-two years old, and 
he has only just retired from the active per- 
formance of his duties. When Leo XIII. be- 
came the chief Bishop of tbe Church, twelve 
years ago, he himself regarded his health so 

or that he said it was useless to make him 

ope, for he had scarcely six months to live. 
His health now, however, is very good, and I 
assure you Leo has no notion of dying to please 
any one,” 

‘fn the event of the death of the Pope, where 
will his successor probably come from ?”’ 

*T should say Italy beyond a doubt.” 

“Then all this talk about an American Car- 
Gnas succeeding is without any foundation at 

“Entirely so. There are many reasons why 
aD American will not be elevated to the Papacy. 
To begin with, an American, no matter how 
learned be may be, how well posted on Eu- 
ropean affairs, is thorongnly unfitted to fill the 
Papal see. The Pope must be a thorough ens- 
mopolitan. He must be au fail with European 
affairs; conversant with the political and 
spiritual conditions of France, Gérmany, Italy, 

ngland, Spain, in fact, the whole world. No 
American Can grasp the situation in all its 
details. His education, surroundings, and 
life are totally different from those of the man 
who is fitted to fill the Papacy. Europe is he- 
coming Americanized. The people are gradu- 
ally talking up our theories and systems of life 
and government, but it will be a hundred years 
before the conditions are such that it would be 
possible foran American Cardinal to become 
the head of the Catholic Church. I consider 
such speculations as mere idle gossip that are 
impossible of realization.” 

“Then, where is the successor of Leo XIII. to 
come from ?”’ 

“ As I said before, Italy. Who he wil! be, of 
course, [do noteven surmise. In the election 
of a Pope the conclave of Cardinals \oek at 
the man, not where he comes trom. His ::bility, 
his broadness of mind‘and views, and hia cos- 
Mopolitanism are the considerations which 
weigh in the selection of an executive head of 
the Church, Ait the same time, however, there 
is every reason to believe that the successor of 
Leo XIII. will ¢ome from among the Italian 
Cardinals, 


10 ORUISE FOR WHALEBONE. 





AN ARTICLE THAT HAS BECOME RARE 
AND COSTLY. 


NEW-LONDON, Conn., July 17.—UCapt. L. W. 
Herendeen of New-Bedford, who is very well 
known among the old whaling skippers of this 
port, has just sailed from San Francisco on the 
schooner Nicolene for a three years’ whalebone 
cruise in the Arctic Ocean. Whalebone is be- 
coming so rare and costiy that the old whale- 
men are being drawn away from their firesides 
once morein the hope of making big money 
quickly in taking it. A quantity of bone that 
would not fill an ox cart was sold last week for 
$1,800, Itis used wholly for stiffening ladies’ 
dress waists, but as the supply has been almost 
wholly cut off the stocks on hand at old whaling 
ports have run very low. 

Capt. Herendeen is one of the oldest of active 
American whalemen. He has been using the 
leg and soun ing lead at sea for thirty-nine 
years, and now goes to the north pole tu freeze 
to death, perhaps, while trying to get enough to 
live on for the balance of bis days. His brother, 
E. P. Herendeen, another old arctic whaler, 
sails with him as chief officer. He has been with 
Lieut. Ray at Point Barrow for several seasons, 
He has also been trading in bone and furs for 
some years, and believes that he can make this 
voyage a very successful one, 

The Nicolene will Winter on Herschel’s Island, 
near the delta of the McKenzie River. This is 
the furthermost point northeast in the arctic 
zone where white men have yet lived. The crew 
of the creft will fish only for whalebone, as try- 
ing out oilis too laborious and expensive for 
these days of cheap oils. The plan of this cam- 

aign is to enjoy two months’ whaling each year 

n the open waters at the place where they in- 

tend to winter before the ice will open and al- 
low the whaling fleet to reach that point. That 
is, tbe Nicolene will endeavor to get sixty days 
the start of the arctic fleet which goes up from 
the South every Spring by trying to brave the 
perils of Winters in arctic ice and remaining on 
the fishing ground, The large amount of fresh 
water discharged by the McKenzie River, with 
the well-known strong southerly gales that blow 
every Spring, dissolves the Winter ice and 
leaves an open sea, in which the whales come to 
feed. There they are caught 





ONE WAY TO KILL A RATTLESNAKE. 

PHENICIA, N. Y., July 17.—The second station 
above here on the Stony Clove Railroad is the 
attractive little village of Chichesterville. 
Years ago numerous reptiles abounded in the 
vicinity, but the more poisonous varieties have 
been almost exterminated or banished to the 
dense woods and unfrequeited parts of the 
Catskills, and. it is now of rare occurrence to 
run across anything that crawls more formida- 
ble than a black or garter snake. 

Mrs. Frank Keen of Chichesterville had a 
rather thrilling experience with a rattlesnake a 
day or two ago, however, which she will prob- 
ably remember during the remainder of her 
life. She was picking raspberries tn her geiden 
when she suddenly heard a peculiar rattiing 
noise. It was repeated nearer by, accompanied 
by an ominous hiss. She glancing into the 
bushes close at hand and saw a big rattlesnake 
already coiled and about to spring at her. Mrs. 
Keen had a big tin pail partly filled with rasp- 
berries in her hand, and without a moment's 
hesitation she let the spake have a taste of the 
berries and the big pail at the same time. The 
pail must have fallen with a terrific whack on 
the reptile’s head, for when Mrs. Keen went 
closer to examine into the injuries done to her 
Hanes as well as to see how the snake liked its 

erry bath, she found the head had been nearly 
severed from the body. The venomous reptile 
measured four feet in length and had nine 
rattles. ;

MISSING ANION SOMMER, 








BEETHOVEN MAENNERCHOR HAS CAUSE 
TO REMEMBER HIM. 


Anton Sommer, until about three weeks ago, 
was steward of the Beethoven Maennerchor at 
their large building, 210 and 212 East Fifth- 
street, but since that time he has absented him- 
self and has left a number of large creditors in 
anxious doubt as to his honor and disposition 
to pay. 

The Vice President of the society said last 
night that the members were thoroughly con- 
vinced that they had been sadly taken in by 
him. He was engaged as steward in May, 1888, 
and conducted his business to the apparent 
satisfaction of everybody for about six months, 
thereby establishing himself in the confidence 
of all the members. Then he began to work nis 
credit for ail it was worth. Unknown to the 
society in general, he began borrowing on what 
have since appeared as the falsest of state- 
ments and,pretensions, obtaining large sums 
from several of the members. 

From President G. N. Oimeis he first secured 
$1,500; then from Brewer Conrad Stein he se- 
cured loans in various sums, aggregating 
$7,500; he ran up, besides, a billof $900 for 
beer with Mr. Stein; he defauited on his rent to 
the society for Aprii, May, and June tothe 
amount of $2,000, and is behind to Rochester 
and Milwaukee brewers several hundreds of 
dollars each; he owes Feser srothers a wine 
bill of $300 and a milk bill of $100, besides sev- 
eral bills for groceries and provisions. 

He was urged in February to reuew his bonds 
forthe rent of the privileges of the bnilding 
that were leased to him, but he kept putting off 
the day of accounting and fulfillment until 
about three weeks ago, when he went to Presi- 
dent Ohmeis, and, saying that he was 
at last “square with the society,” 
asked Mr. Ohmeis to indorse a - ote for 
him for $2,000. This Mr. Ohmeis_ re- 
fused to do, but in his confidence in 
the man gave his check for $2,000 instead, 
making his advances to that time $3,500. Som- 
mer had the check cashed, and appropriated 
the money to his personal uses, and never 
went near Beethoven Hall thereafter, it is de- 
clared. A few days later the society teok cun- 
structive possession of the premises and their 
contents under a distress warrant. To-nightthey 
will meet to elect a successor in Sommer’s 
place. It was always a profitable business to 
forwer stewards, and no one believes that Som- 
mer lost money in bis stewardship. His wifé 
and child are with the wife’s parents, in First 
avenue, but Sommer’s own whereabouts are up 
known.

BOY BURGLARS IN BRIDGEPORT. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., July 17.—The police of 
this city are seeking the perpetrators of a 
series of burglaries in some of the unoo- 
cupied houses in the best quarters of the 
town. There has been no very valuable proper- 
ty stolen, the offenders confining themselves to 
stealing all the metalware of any cost in the 
building they chose for their operations, purloin- 
ing the brass fixtures of the doors and chande- 
liers and all the lead piping they could carry 
away with them. 

While the names of the thieves are not 
known, the police have a shrewd suspicion 
which may land some of the younger sons of 
weil-known families in jail. Bridgeport fataers 
have established a custom of locking out of 
doors for the night their sons when they do not 
return to the fold before lO o’lciock. As it is 
very aiflicultfor the lads to resist the entice- 
ments of after-dark life on Main-street and pos- 
sibie juvenile flirtations in Fairfield-ayenne, the 
forbidden time comes and passes before they 
are aware, 

The result of the shutting out is that they 
enter several untenanted houses near Fairfield- 
avenue and sieep upon such furniture as the 
owner has left behind bim on his trip to Black 
Rock or Fairfield. The lads are not, as aruie, 
well supplied with money by their parents, and 
the temptatiou to make some by thievery is ap- 
parently too much for them. The police say 
that no less than @ dozen houses have been 


relieved of their metal fixtures by, they are 
confident, these boys. 





SHOT DEAD IN HIS OWN HOUSE, 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn,, July 17.—A murder was 
committed at Strawberry Plains, Jefferson 
County, fifteen miles from here, Monday night. 
This place has long been the rendezvous of a 
band of thieving negroes, Some time since two 
of the band, Amos Moulden and Bill Thompson, 
were arrested for petty thieving and James 


Stephens, the overseer of John M, Meeks, a 
wealthy farmer, appeared against them as 
principal witness in the preliminary trial, 

The Circuit Court convenes in two weeks, and 
the final trial of the negroes was set for that 
date. On Montay night Stephens was sitting 
at home with his wife and child, when sua- 
denly the report of a gun was heard, and he fell 
dead witha hole in the back of his head as big 
as a Wwan’s fist. 

Investigation showed that the assassin had 
fired the shot through a window. Mra, Stephens 
Was slightiy wounded in the knee. The gun 
wus loaded with buckshot, slugs, and nails, and 
the disubarge wag so fierce that the ramrod was 
half imbedded in the floor. 

A number of the negroes have been suspected, 
They have armed themselves, and an armed 
neutrality prevails, 





AN EXPENSIVE LAWSUIT. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. ¥., July 17.—The last of a 
number of suits which have covered a long 
period of years in various courts came to a 
termination before Surrogate Hufcut yester- 
day. It wasin the matter of the will of Eliza 
Keep. She left the income of her property to 
Patrick Callahan, and after his death it was to 


go to Cardinal MeCloskey. The latter dying, 
pce ong Corrigan was appointed his ex- 
ecutor : 

Because of the long litigation Callahan has 
never received any of the incume. Now that it 
is about to be paid to him the question comes 
up as.to whether the expenses of the litigation, 
about $9,000, should be paid out of the income 
or out of the principal. :

| MBXIOAN LEAD AND SILVER. 


NEW RULES FOR THE ADMISSION OF THE 
ORES INTO THIS COUNTRY. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—Secretary Windom to- 
day sent a ciroular letter to the Collector of 
Customs at El Paso, Laredo, and Eagle Pass, 
Texas, where ail importations of lead ore from 
Mexico are made, instructing them with regard 
to the treatment of such ores under existing 
rules pending the settlement of the question 
now before the Treasury Department in regard 
to the proper classification of lead ores, It is 
gtated at the department that these instruo- 
tions do not affect the main question at issue, 
which will not be decided until after the return 
to the city of Assistant Secretary Tichenor, who 
is expected about the end of the month. The 
foliowing is the text of the Secretary’s letter: 


The department hae had under consideration the 
joint report submitted by Special Agents W, H. 
Williams and W. P. Hodgens, under the qnestion 
of the importation of mineral ores from Mexioo, 
with spedial refereuce to the accuracy and pro- 
priety of the existing metheds of entry, sampling, 
and examination of such 0: ¢s, for the purpose of 
determining their legal fioation by an acon. 
rate ascertainment of the characters and proper- 
ties of the minerals contained in the various im- 
portations. 

“It appears from the report that a practice has 
grown up of permitting in the same entry as the 
product of one mine the mingled product of several 
mines possessing different characteriatics, and that 
sampling is conducted in a very irregular manuer 
by what is familiarly known as the yd rocess.’ 

is evident that neither of those methods is adapt- 
ed toa Pe rexeoution of the prevenpee of the 
general laW respecting importations of merchan- 
dise, and that a modification is essential to bring its 
administration into harmony with the requirements 
of the law. Pending a further consideration und the 
determination of the question of the proper oiassi- 
fication of those Mexican ores that contain both 
silver and lead the following instructions will be 
observed: 

“1. The sworn entry shall embrace, in addition to 
what is now required, a statement of the estimated 
quantities and values of silver and lead contained 
in the importation, according to the best knowledge 
and belief of the importer or consignee, 

“2. The entry shall further contain a declaration 
that the importation embraces no mixture of ores or 
concentrates from different mines. 

“3. The entry shall also disclose the name and 
locality of the mine from which the ore has been 


taken. 

“4. Upon the arrival at the frontier of ears or 
other vehicles laden with ores =e aD ap- 
preciable quantity of lead, they shall be locked or 
otherwise secar e made and permit 
granted to anlade. 

«6. Upon the unlading, and at the time of unlad- 
ing, the oNicer of the customs assigned to that duty 
shall supervise the work, and shall obtain proper 
and adequate samples from those taken for commer- 
cial purposés by the importer or consignee; that is 
to say, they aball be taken in the mauner approved 
and practiced by miners in the handling and reduc- 
tion of ores, by thoroughly mixing an uartering 
every tenth shovel, or more, repeating the opera- 
tion until the usual commercial sample be obtained. 

“6, To avoid the detention and expense incident to 
the uniading and sampling at the frontier, in cases 
where the cars or other vehicles are destined to an 
interior port or vlacé without 60 uniadinpg, they 
shall be adequately inspected, and if = the judg- 
ment of the Collector the ore 18 deemed to contain 
lead in quantity suificient to make it dutiable, or if 
the legal classification be held doubtful, appraise- 
ment may be waived and entry made on an estimate 
of duties, and the goods permitted to proceed to 
destination under & warehouse and transportation 
bond, the entry to be ultimately liquidated under 
an appraisement based upon the samples selected 
in the manner above prescribed in paragraph five. 

“It is suggested that in the execution of these 
instructions care should be taken equally not to 
unnecessarily detain ores wherein silver so clearly 
predominates as to fix their character commercially 
as silver ores, nor to admit without assessment of 
duty those ores wherein the value of their compo- 
nents of load appear to exceed that of the silver con- 
tained in such ores. Lt is further advised that in 
determining the relative valnes of silver and lead 
contained in the same ore the value of the siiver 
component, in the absence of more accurate data in 
the invoice or otherwise, be rated at 95 per cvnt..of 
the latest known value of silver bullion in the 
New-York market, and the value of the lead com. 
ponent at the latest known price of bar lead in the 
game market, leas 1 cent per pound. 

‘From the information before the department it 
is believed that neither difficulty nor hardship will 
resuit from the practical enforcement of these in- 
stroctions, butif any obstacle shall arise in their 
execution, you will please report the exact nature 
and extentof the obstruction, with your gsugges- 
tions for its removal”

DISCUSSED BEFORE THE NATIONAL ED- 
UCATIONAL ASSOCIATION, 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 17.--The second day’s 
session of the National Educational Association 
was called to order this morning by President 
Marble with a very large attendance of teach- 
ers and educators. Henry A. Wise of Baltimore 
read a paper upon the introduction of manual 
training at the present time into the public 
schools. The question of denominational schools 
was taken up,and Bishop John J. Keane of 
Washington was introduced. He extended the 
regrets of Cardinal Gibbons at his inability to 
be present and read a paper prepared by the 
Cardinal upon this question: “ Should Ameri- 


cans Educate Their Children in Denominational 
Schools?” 

Bishop Keane followed in an able paper on 
the same gubject, taking the position that 
Curistianity was the basis of all true govern- 
Tent and should be inculeated during the pe- 
riod when children were attending school. If 
the influence of the Church was beneiicial in 
the family it was also in the sehool, 

Mr. Edwin D. Mead of Boston foliowed in a 


‘long paper, in which he said that the arguments 


advanced by Cardinal Gibbons in the magazines 
infavor of the nan-interference of the State 
with the family in the matter of education was 
only a deyice to damage the State's authority 
in public opinion, to the end that the Roman 
Catholic Church especially could take charge 
when possible. He said the plan of the Romish 
Chureb was to compe! all Catholics to withdraw 
their children from the public schoo)s to paro- 
chial schools, where they would be taught the 
doctrines of the Church. Such a system, he 
said, would not be tolerated in America. 

Bishop Keane replied, and denied Mr. Mead’s 
assertion that the Pope or the Roman Catholic 
Church was seeking temporal Fg and the 
control of the Government. oth addresses 
were forcible and were heartily applauded.

ALBANY, July 17.—The Executive Committee 
of the New-York State Bar Association adopted 
the following resolution to-day offered by Elliott 
F. Shepard of New-York City:

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, fair, warmer weather. 











It would probably be better if the State 
of New-York would leave the improvement 
of the channel! of the Hudson River entire- 
ly to the General Government, and doubt- 
less it would be quite willing to do so if 
assured that the work would be done. Ac- 
cording to the statements of Col. GILLESPIE 
of the Engineer Corps, who has charge of 
the Gevernment work, that which is done 
by the State might about as well be left 
undone and the expense saved. He says 
that the State work carried on between 
Troy and New-Bailtimore consists mainly of 
dredging, and that the material is dumped 
upon the bank in such a way as to be 
washed back into the channel, where it 
has a tendency to produce shoals even 
where there was deep water before. He 
even suggests that the General Government 
should interpose and put a stop to the State 
operations, which are only doing mischief, 
The subject comes up in the Legislature 





every year for a new appropriation, and 
when it comes up againit may be well to 
inquire whether the money devoted to the 
improvement of the Hudson River under 
State authority is wasted. 








Gov. Lowry is showing commendable 
veal in his efforts to bring to justice the 
brutes who invaded Mississippi and defied 
its laws by engaging in a prize fight. 
Not only is he pursuing the principals 
jn the fight, but he is preparing to ar- 
rest as many as possible of their aiders and 
abettors, and among these he includes the 
officers of the Queen and Crescent Railroad, 
who furnished transportation for the fight- 
ers. Whether these people can be held re- 
sponsible under the law is a nice question, 
but it is well worth testing. In the mean- 
time the referee of the fight has volun- 
tarily surrendered, and given bail for 
appearance in court to-morrow. This 
unusual proceeding is of a nature 
to create the suspicion that it may 
be a trick to enable the principals to es- 
cape. If the referee is tried and acquitted 
by an accommodating jury, the prosecution 
of the other offenders would naturally be 
abandoned as useless; if he is convicted, his 
trial will take time, and give public 
indignation an opportunity to cool, which 
is all that the fighters want to secure i1m- 
munity, and they can afford to pay the 
scapegoat well for playing his important 
part. 








The appointments to the Park Commissien 
made by Mayor CHAPIN of Brooklyn Tues- 
day appear to be very fair ones. Mr. 
GEORGE V. BROWER, though a lawyer by 
profession, has taken a deep interest in 
tree planting and horticulture, and Mr. 
MARVIN Cross, a lumber dealer of the East- 
ern District, is reputed to be a capable and 
intelligent man. The third Cemmussioner 
has already been named, Dr. R. 8. STORRS, 
but has not yet qualified. It is hardly an 
jdeal commission, and no one upon it has 
the combination of experience and practical 
ability that is really needed, but it is a 
great improvement on any of its predeces- 
sors for some time past. With its increased 
powers and more liberal resources the 
Brooklyn Park Commissien ought to be 
rapidly and Padically changed for the bet- 
ter. lt needs it badly enough. 


It is understood that the reports made in 
vegard to the operation of the new system 
of canteens as a substitute for post traders 
+horoughly support this experimont. Early 
last Spring the War Department propesed 


to make the substitution, in view of the ex- 
cellent results which had been found from 
canteens established by officers at certain 
posts. This was a remarkable step, because | 
the sutlers had became a_ sirongly-in- 
trenched and powerful body, and were 
jocosely referred to as the ranking authori- 
ties in their respective garrisons. It was 
arranged that their licenses should be re- | 
voked at certain dates, so fixed as to be fair 
and just by giving them an opportunity to 
dispose of stheir stock. In cases where no 
post trader was established the canteen was 
authorized forthwith. The result thus far 
found is that supplies can be had cheaper 
as the mutual or ce-operative system is in- 
troduced, and there is no object in charging 
high prices, while any surplus can be ex- 
pended in accommodations and amuse- 
ments. In general, also, it 1s believed that 
there is less temptation to indulge in drink- 
ing to excess. When the system has become 
fully established its statistics will be inter- 
esting and important.

One peculiar result of the appointment of 
a commission under the act passed by the 
last Congress to purchase the Cherokee 
Strip is a sudden increase in the apprecia- 
tion of the merits of the land by the cattle 
syndicate which uses it. For five years this 
syndicate paid an annual rental of $100,000 
for it, and wanied to renew the lease at 
that price. The refusal of the Cherokees to 
do this resulted in months of bargaining, 
during which the syndicate slowly moved 
up in its ofters to $125,000, $150,000, and 
$175,000. This last it fixed as the absolute 
limit, and the announcement was made that 
it was in search of a tract in Texas or else- 
where which was to be much cheaper and 
well suited for grazing purposes. Then it 
accepted $200,000, protesting that this was 
more than the value of the land. Now it is 
gravely reported that the cattle men have 
come to a “realizing sense” of the true 
value of the Cherokee Outlet, and are anx- 
ious to revise their terms, increasing the 
rental to $300,000 after several years, then 
successively to $400,000 and $500,000. 
But they take good care even now to begin 
with $200,000. It is tolerably evident that 
all this proceeding is intended to “ bluff” 
the Commissioners appointed to bargain 
with the Indians, and perhaps also to bam- 
boozle the Cherokees into a refusal to sell 
it by inspiring in them a hope of getting a 
higher return in rent than the Govern- 
ment’s purchase at the rate authorized 
would represent in annual interest. Itis not 
to be presumed that Congress will allow it- 
self to be victimized by any such device. 








One would suppose that the workingmen 
concerned had had an experience of the 
“Knights of Labor’ bitter and costly 
enough to last for at least a score of years. 
It appears, however, that the leaders of 
labor are reluctant, as might also be ex- 
pected, to give up a scheme that has enabled 
them to live by oral labor much better than 
they could hope to live by wman- 
ual labor. These leaders, with the 
benevolent PoOWDERLY at their head, 
have issued a circular calling upon 
workingmen and workingwomen_ to 
join the most formidable labor organiza- 
tion that ever existed in the United States 
or elsewhere. It will be instructive to note 
how successful this attempt to revive the 
Knights of Labor will be. Our own notion 
is-that it will be by no means so lucrative 
as the original body. The locomotive en- 
gineers have had sense enough to keep out 
of it and to trust their own organization 
with the defense of their own interests. 











THE WORLDS FAIR OF 1892. 
The movement in favor of a World’s Fair 
to celebrate the four hundredth anniver- 
sary of the discovery of America by Co- 





LUMBUS is beginning to take a practical 
shape. A special meeting of the New-York 
Chamber of Commerce is to be held at 1 
o'clock on Thursday next ‘“‘to consider 
what measures should be taken” toward 
that end, and the Mayor of the city has 
sent invitations to a large numper of prom- 
inent citizens to attend a conference to be 
held at 3:30 o’clock on the same day, “ to 
consider the advisability of holding an in- 
ternational exposition at New-York in 
1892, and to arrange for the preliminary 
work if it is deemed advisable.” 

In the discussion which has already taken 
place in regard to the subject there has 
hardly been two opinions as to the propri- 
ety and desirability of such a celebration. 
The sentiment has been practically unan- 
imous in favor of the project so far as it 
has found expression. The general opinion 
as to the proper place for holding the pro- 
posed World’s Fair has been in favor of the 
city of New-York, though Washington has 
also been suggested, simply because it is 
the capital of the Nation. The celebra- 
tion would commemorate no event of 
national history, but the discovery of 
the Western World, which has led to such 
wonderful changesin history and to the 
founding of many new nations. Its purpose 
would be to show the great industrial and 
commercial results of the four centuries of 
growth and development in the vast field of 
human enterprise opened by COLUMBUS'S 
discovery. Apart from other considerations 
the chief commercial city of the American 
continent would be the proper place for 
such an exhibition. But the other consid- 
erations are all in favor of New-York. 
That the United States should be the 
scene of the celebration nobody dis- 
putes, and New-York is the _ point 
upon American soil at which communica- 
tion with the rest of the world mainly cen- 
tres and to which lines of interior com- 
munication converge on a scale that is not 
rivaled elsewhere. It is the point to which 
foreign and coastwise traffic comes to a 
greater extent than to all other American 
ports combined, and to which the products 
of our own land are breught with the great- 
est regularity and the fullest volume, Asa 
consequence it is the place at which the 
products of human industry and skill from 
all the world could be most readily gathered 
for a great international exhibition. The 
facilities already exist for bringing them 
together in the largest measure. 

Furthermore, there is no place on the 


American continent which affordsanything | 


like the same facilities for travel and for 








the accommodation of avast concourse of 


of the travelers who come to visit it, or in 


| affording accommodation for strangers 


during their stay. No other city can 
pretend to the possession of equal 
advantages in that respect. Nor does the 
question of a convenient and proper site 
present any serious difficulty. There are 
vacant spaces easily accessible by land or 


water or iby both which can be used for 


the purpose. It will bea mere matter of 
selecting that which in all respects pre- 
sents the greatest advantages. The only 
thing necessary to settle definitely the 
question of holding the exposition and of 
holding it in New-York is for the people of 
the city to show that they are ready to un- 
dertake the task.. The display of the neces- 
sary spirit and purpose will put an end to 
all further controversy on either branch of 
the subject. 

Just one thing is needed to insure having 
a great World’s Fair in 1892, having it in 
this city, and making it the most success- 
ful undertaking of the kind the world 
has ever seen, and that is the hearty and 
earnest co-operatiou of all the great inter- 
ests that can be properly concerned in 
such ‘an enterprise. Let an organization 
be formed that shall fairly represent the 
commercial, industrial, and  transpor- 
tation interests that centre in this 
city, let it work harmoniously and 
vigorously and have the fullest sup- 
port from the people, and the problem will 
be solved. Preliminary meetings and con- 
ferences will serve the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether the proper spirit and sen- 
timent to give assurance of success exist 
in the community. If they do, all that will 
be necessary is to set the proper forces in 
action. It will be of the utmost importance 
that there be no divisions or dissensions, 
no working at cross purposes, no striving 
for incidental objects at variance with the 
main purpose, The rightkind of an organi- 
zation in the right hands would secure gen- 
eral support and win all necessary co-opera- 
tion from the National, State, and Municipal 
Governments. The undertaking would in- 
volve very large expense, but it would be 
in the nature of an investment. Itis not 
unlikely that it could be so managed that 
the outlay would be directly reimbursed, 
but if not there can be no question of the 
indirect and enduring advantage to the 
city and its various interests that would 
follow. Asuccessful Werld’s Fair, at which 
there would be a comparison of the 
achievements of this country in the vari- 
ous lines of human activity with those of 
other countries, would be a great benefit to 
New-York and a benefit to the Nation. 








THE MILWAUKEE POST OFFICE. 


The second report of the Civil Service 
Commission on the Milwaukee Post Office 
constitutes one of the most valuable public 
services yet performed by that body. It is 
clear and intelligent and it is manifestly 
prepared without respect of persons or of 
parties. The malfeasance exposed in it 
happened to be committed by a Democratic 
Postmaster appointed by Mr. CLEVELAND; 
and it is not without significance that it 
occurred in the most important office of his 
Postmaster General’s own State. Mr. ViLas 
was commonly believed, during his incum- 
bency.of the Postmastership General, to 
share the contempt for the civil service 
Jaw which practical politicians exhibit for 
any device that tends to substitute fitness 
for favor as a qualification for public office. 

Mr. PAUL, the Postmaster of Milwaukee, 
had the good fortune, from his own point 
of view, or the misfortune, from the public 
point of view, to possess an entirely pliant 
board of local examiners. They also par- 
took his contempt, if not that of Mr. Vimas, 
for the law they were appointed for the 
purpose of enforcing. Two of them pleaded 
habitual neglect of duty as an excuse for 
permitting both the spirit and the letter of 
the law to be violated whenever the Post- 
master so desired, which seems to have 
been whenever there was an appointment 
to be made. The question with him was 
simply how he could appoint whomsoever 
he wisbed to appoint, as if the civil service 
law had never been passed. Like any other 
law, the civil service law will not 
execute itself. It assumes a cer- 
tain measure of fidelity, of attention 
to duty, and of intelligence on the 
part of the men who are designated to-carry 
it out. When the checks provided by the 
law on the will of a Postmaster are in- 
trusted to his own creatures, and when the 
Postmaster is bent upon having his own 
way in spite of these checks, the law is, of 
course, a dead letter. The violation of it 
has never been carried further, and, in 
point of cynical disregard of its plain pro- 
visions, has very seldom been carried so far 
as in this Milwaukee case. Nobody con- 
cerned seems to haye had any notion of ful- 
filling its behests, but only of so *‘ cooking” 
the proceedings had in violation of it that 
the violation should not be apparent from 
the records of them without careful exam- 
ination. It would be absurd to describe 
the practices of Mr. PauLas evasions of the 
law; they were oven and evident violations 
of it. 

One case detailed in the report will show 
how flagrant these violations were. In 
1888 a certification was made for the ap- 
pointment of a stamper which included 
the names of four carriers. The Postmaster 
bluntly refused to take any name from this 
list, and a month later the complaisant board 
made another certification which included 
the lowest of the four, with three new men, 
arbitrarily excluding the three who had 
stood higher, and the lowest of the four 
was appointed. The Secretary explained 
that the change was made ‘‘for con- 
venience, to bring the desirable men, 
the men who were’ wanted, into 

»per position.” .-That is to say, it was 
done in order to enable the Postmaster to 
nullify the law and to act as if it did not 
exist. This was the practice of the Mil- 
waukee board. One man who passed very 
low was appointed at once, and a subse- 
quent certification was made to cover his ap- 
peintment. Another man was certified two 
weeks after he had been appointed. In 
another case, according to a statement the

ignored the certifications altogether, re-. 
turning them as void upon pretenses which 
in other cases did not restrain him from 
making appointments.

The commission recommends that some 
member of every examining board should 
be free from the influence of the officer 
whose judgment he is supposed to assist 
and enlighten. The performances of Post- 
master PAUL would have been quite im- 
possible if there had been even one honest 
and independent man among the examiners. 
The readers of the report will be inclined 
to wish even more ardently that there 
could be some punishment provided for the 
outrageous and systematic violations of the 
law committed by Mr. PauL more adequate 
and exemplary than mere dismissal from 
office. That penalty will not be greatly 
dreaded by any Postmaster who is confident 
of the support of his immediate official 
superior in his wrong-doing, as there is un- 
happily little reason to doubt was Mr. 
PAUL’s case, 
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LONDON’S WEAK POLICE. 


It is more than possible that the explana- 
tion of the success of the Whitechapel mur- 
derer in eluding the police of London may 
be found in the peculiarity of the members 
of the force described in a letter from THE 
TIMES’s special correspondent published 
on Monday. ‘“That’s my post, Sir, that 
court,” said a policeman to the correspond- 
ent after partaking of his hospitality in an 
alehouse. “It’s full of tramp lodging 
houses, and it’s one of the worst thieves’ 
holes in London.. I’m on duty here to see 
that no one is run in there.” ‘Then he 
turned and walked on to the westward,” 
continues the letter, ‘‘ with his companion 
(another ale-bibbing policeman) and my- 
self, and I parted from them half a block 
from Chancery-lane.” The court over 
which this officer was supposed to watch is 
of very much the same class as Castle-alley, 
Whitechapel, where the last murder of the 
mysterious terror of London has just been 
committed, and if Castle-alley was as.con- 
scientiously, watched as this was the escape 
of the criminal is hardly a matter for sur- 
prise eitherin this case or the other mur- 
ders in which he has so conspicuously fig- / 
ured. 

The whole system upon which the Lon- 
don police force is organized is afalse one 
and altogether absurd in this advanced age. 
The great city of London, the refuge and 
hiding place of the thieves.and other crimi- 
nals of the world, who find’ in its vast popu- 
lation the easiest chance for concealment, 
has absolutely no power over the watchmen 
of its streets and guardians of its property. 
The police are under the control of the 
central Government of England, the Chief 
Commissioner being an officer of the king- 
dom and in no way responsible to the 
Municipal Council. The policemen are in- 
dependent of the City Government, and it 
is not surprising that they avail themselves 
of the chances presented for shirking their 
duty, especially in the night-time. If the 
police force of this city were a State organ- 
ization with which the City Government 
had nothing to do except thankfully to 
accept of such service as it saw fit to ren- 
der, a parallel to the London system might 
be drawn here, and we should quickly 
realize the weakness of the plan. Our own 
force has its faults, largely due to the exi- 
gencies of bad politics, but it issafe to vent- 
ure the assertion that no such series of 
crimes as the Whitechapel murders could 
have been perpetrated in New-York without 
the capture of the offender. 

Sir CHARLES WARREN was forced to re- 
sign the Chief Commissionership of the 
London police because hs could not solve 

the mystery of these murders, and his suc- 
cessor, Mr. MONRO, isin a fair way of be- 
ing obliged to follow his example. The 
main thing needed, however, to secure a 
reorganization of the force on a firm basis 
of efficiency is to take its government from 
the central power and place itin the hands 
of those most deeply interested in having a 
good police force—the citizens of London as 
represented by the Municipal Council. 
Home rule to this extent is absolutely re- 
quired for the great city of London if she 
is not to be placed utterly at the mercy of 
the enemies of society.

CREEDMOOR, 

While the State Camp at Peekskill is for 
the moment the centre of interest for the 
National Guard of New-York, an important 
question of permanent importance will soon 
come up for decision, that of the proposed 
purchase of the Creedmoor rifle range. The 
bill appropriating $25,000 for this purpose 
and for acquiring additional land adjoining, 
needed for the longer distances, was duly 
passed by the Legislature and signed by 
the Governor. It now remains for the Na- 
tional Rifle Association to take action upon 
the matter. 

There is every reason to suppose that this 
action will be favorable and that the terms 
proposed by the State will be accepted. In 





‘the first place, the project of selling the 


range to the State originated in the associa- 
tion. There was some opposition on the 
part of a few members, particularly those 
who were interested less in the daily prac- 
tice of the National Guard than in long- 
distance shooting with fine rifles. They 
insisted that one day every week should be 
assigned by the proposed State managers of 
the range for the practice of the association, 
and that in general the identification of the 
range with matches of civilian organizations 
using sporting rifles should not be ignored. 
No one can dispute the value of the reputa- 
tion acquired by Creedmoorjin the inter- 
nationa! victories at Creedmoor over Great 
Britain, Ireland, Canada, and Australia, in 
stimulating the art of rifle firing, but while 
those victories are a just source of patriot- 
ic pride, the improvement of the militia 
organizations in the use of those weapons is 
after all the chief benefit that has been or 
can be secured from Creedmoor. At all 
events, it is the chief matter for the State | 
to take into consideration.

It has done all 
that can. be fairly asked in agreeing to 
turn overthe use of the range for ten days 
during September of each year for the an- 
nual prize meeting of the National Rifle 
Association. This permission, it is true, 
only runs for ten years, under the terms of 
the act, but thereis no question of the con- 
tinuance of the privilege.» It seemed un- 
wise to hamper the State ownership with a 
condition indefinite and irrevocable, what- 
ever might be the future condition of the 
Rifle Association, but the permanence of 
the permission is assured by the fact that 
by far the greater part of the competitors 
at these annual meetings are National 
Guardsmen of New-York and other States, 
to whom these prize meetings are most use- 
ful. 

Another reason for the probable accept- 
ance by the association of the act as it 
stands, trusting to future legislation for 
any proper modifications, is that the sale of 
the range is to it a matter of necessity. 
When Creedmoor was started there were 
visions, no doubt, among its zealous found- 
ers of asuccess like that of Wimbledon. 
Assuming that as the only institution of 
the kind its nationalization would be easy, 
and that it would becéme the centre for the 
riflemen of the entire country, they found 
alike in the greater population of the United 
States and in the military spirit excited by 
the then recent civil war a guarantee that 
it would equal or surpass in popularity the 
famous range on Wimbledon Common, It 
started with a good prospect of realizing 
these expectations. Brilliant international 
victories over the marksmen of Wimbledon 
and Dollymount made the reputation of 
the range, while famous marksmen from 
points as distant as New-Orleans, State 
teams from as far off as California, and 
even the picked United States Army teams 
from every one of the three military divis- 
ions met at the Creedmoor Fall competi- 
tions. But soon the novelty died away; 
the army established its own annual prize 
meetings, the distant States founded Creed- 
moors of their own, and before long even 
the current maintenance of the range be- 
came “mighty hard sledding.” To se- 
cure the proper attractions in prizes re- 
quired every year hard work and per- 
sonal solicitation by the Directors 
and the rifle cranks who were es- 
pecially interested. Had not the State 
paid a rental of thousands of dollars for the 
use of the range by its troops from Spring 
to Autumn it would have been impossible 
to sustain it. At length a time came when 
not only the leases of the ground had to be 
renewed, but other land had to be pur- 
chased, because some proprietors found the 
firing troublesome or dangerous, and when 
also the targets and other materials required 
repair. The association then found that it 
could carry the burden no longer. 

The present arrangement appears to be 
fair and expedient for both sides. The 
State acquires for nothing the entire plant 
established by the association, with all the 
benefits of its experience. It continues the 
daily practice of its troops on familiar 
ground, and asit was already paying sev- 
eral thousand dollars a year for this pur- 
pose, the purchase of the land outright 
makes little pecuniary difference in the 
longrun. The association on its part is not 
compelled to disband, but can keep up its 
useful annual prize meetings with more 
comfort and success. As Creedmoor long 
since became chiefly a National Guard 
range the change in management will be 
nearly nominal. 








ART NOTES. 


The late Edward Fitzgerald, translator of 
poems from the Persian and Spanish, was a fine 
musician and an ardent lover of the fine arts, so 
much so that he used seriously toinconvenience 


himself as a young man by spending ali his 
money on paintings. In a letter to Thackeray 
in 1835 he says: ** There is always aaspice of 
vulgarity about Wilkie,” and in 1841 to Fred- 
eric Tennyson: ‘I have just concluded, with all 
the throes of imprudent pieasure, the purchase 
of alarge picture by Constable, of whicn, if I 
can continue in the mood, I will inclose youa 
sketch. It ie very good, bat how you and 
Morton would abuse it! Yet this, being a 
sketch, escapes some of Constable’s faults and 
might escape some of your censures. The trees 
are not splashed with that white sky mud 
which (according to Constable’s theury) the 
earth scatters up with her wheels in traveling 
so briskly round the sun; and there is a dash 
and felicity in the execution that gives one a 
thrill of good digestion in one’s room, and the 
thought of which makes one inclined to jump 
over the children’s hexuds in the streets. But if 
you could see my great enormous Venetian 

icture you would be astonished!” Next year 

6 writes to the painter S. Laurence: “My 
Constable has been greutly admired and is 
reckoned quite genuine by one great judge, Mr. 
Churchyard. Mr. C. paints himeelf, (not in 
body colors, as you waggishly insinuate,) and 
nicely too. He understands Gainsborough, 
Constable, and old Crome. Have you ever seen 
pictures by the latter? Bome very fine. He 
‘was a Norwich man.” 

A writer in the /orifolio,(Mr. Hamerton ?) con-

ened limb, a detail elaborated, but quietly keep- 
ing its due subordination—these beauties are 
as real and as delicious to artists as classical 
severity of form. To attain them without losing 
sight of the ideal, must we not paint young 
faces ana old, fair skins and dark, hard muscle 
of man, soft flesh of woman, valuing each for 
its own qualities and striving to give to eaeh 
the semblance of nature? So far, then, we 
quarrel with Lessing at every turn; we do not 
wish to forget the ideal, but we want to see it 
flourish side by side with the real, each helping 
toafullerenjoyment of the other. But when 
we read his words on what may be called the 
literary side of art, we recognize and humbly 
bow to our master.” 


In his latest bulletin Mr. Ruskin deplores 
that politicos alone separated him from his friend 
Charles Eliot Norton, and considers him entirely

HARD QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 


It haa been the intention of the Board of Ap- 
praisers to adjourn at the close of yesterday’s 
session, but during the day a telegram was re- 
ceived from Secretary Windom which satisfied 
the board that he was going to send them some 
further classification problems for solution. It 
was therefore decided to hoid another cenfer- 
ence to-day. 

Cork wood, cut in small squares ready for 
manufacture into bottle stoppers, came up for 
consideration yesterday, the question being 
whether in that shape it should be regarded as 
manufactured and liable to 25 per cent. duty. 


The general opinion was that the wood in that 
slape was not ready for use, and that it was, 
therefore, entitled to free entry. 

. The question whether a substance known as 
8ylvinil should be regarded as & chemical com- 
pound was submitted by the Appraiser of Nor- 
tolk, Va. It was, on analysis, found to bea 
Manure salt aud entitled to free entry as such 
peo used in conjunction with bone as a fertil- 

Tne conference decided that small chips of 
marble, to be used in making pavements with 
the addition of cement, should be regarded 4s 
@ manufactured article and liable to 50 per 
cent. duty, and notas marble tiles, on which 
the duty is $1 10 per cubic fout. 

Chlorophyl, submitted by the Appraiser of 
Cincinnati for classification, was determined to 
be a vegetable color and dutiable at 25 per 
cent., and not free, as claimed, as an unmanu- 
factured vegetable substance. 

The Sumatra tobacco problem was looked in- 
to, and it was agreed that the plan in vogue 
under Appraiser Cooper’s rule is right. The 
rule in his department isto take ten handfuls 
of the leaf and weigh each separately. If it is 
found thatit weighs seventy-eight grains or 
over per leaf it is made dutiable at 75 centa 
per pound, because the law says that all 
tobacco, with 100 leaves or more to the pound, 
of which 85 per cent. is fitted for wrapper, is 
dutiable at that rate; if itis found to be under 
seventy grains to the leaf, the rate is 35 cents 
per pound as fillers. 

Portable railway sections, composed of two 
Steel rails about sixteen feet long, fastened to- 
gether by thin U-shaped rolled-iron sleepers, 
and so bolted and clamped as to make them com- 
pleted articles, and shipped in that shape from 
the place of manufacture, were decidea to be a 
manufacture of iron and steel, dutiable at 45 
per cent. 


THE MQUADE TRIAL,

BAL&tsTon Spa, N. Y., July 17.—To-morrow 
will see the opening of the defense in the Mc-

HUNTERS POINT ODORS. 


President Wilson and Commissioner Bryant. 
of the Board of Health, accompanied by Chem- 
ist Martin and Inspector of Offensive Trades 
Nevins, made another visit yesterday to Hunt- 
er’s Point to ascertain if the suggestions of the 
board for the suppression of the offensive odors 
emanating from the oil works have been prop- 
erly carried out. Commissioner Bryant sald 
sons night concerning the visit: 

“We went particularly to look after the 
Standard Oil Company’s method of doing buasi- 
ness with a view tu determining the sources 
of the odors that emanate from the works at 
Hunter’s Point, and incidentally visited some 
other works on the brooklyn side of Newtown 
Creek. The sources of the odors which we 
found are twofold. I mean, of coursé, 
the odors that under favorable conditions are 
transmitted to New-York. The first of these is 
In connection with the apparatus for washing 
sludge acid and the second is in econ 
with the steam stills 0 y which they Gacit ten 
oils. We discovered these on our visit of a 
week ago and made suggestions for their sap- 
pression, and our visit to-day was to see if 
those suggestions had been carried out. 

“The remedy for the siudge acid odor is in 
keeping the vents of the washing apparatus 
properly packed, so as to prevent the escape 
both of the odor and the sludge acid, for of 
course if the acid is ailowed torun out and float 
upon the water of the creek it will become 
Vulatilized and give out its peculiar odor. The 
Suppression of the odor arising from the steam 
stills is in burning up the gases generated by 
passing them through the furnaces. I may say 
that Mr. Nason of Troy, the chemist of the 
Stendard Oil Company, accompanied us a week 
= eoncurred in the recommendations we 

ade. 

“These recommendations we found, on our 
visit to-day, carried out efiectually as a whole, 
a8 relates to the apparatus in whicn the sludge 
acid is washed, and incompletely so far as the 
consumption of gases from the steam stills is 
concerned. We were assured, however, both 
by Mr. Nason and those in immediate charge of 
the works that the means recommended for the 
entire suppression of the odor arising from the 
Steam stills would be continued aud carried 
into eee eftect at the earliest possibie mo- 
men 

“I may say that my visit to-day was in the 
dual capacity cf a member of tue State Board 
of Health and of the City Beard of Health A 
year azo Prof. Morris Perkins, who occupies 
tne Chair of Chemistry in Union College; Dr. 
Balch, Secretary of the State Board of Health, 
and myself visited the Hunter's Point works, 
and it was on the suggestion of Prof. Perkins 
that the means of consuming the gases 
from the steam stills were xdopted. After 
those suggestions were carried into effect 
nO more complaints of the odors from the peo- 
ple on the east side of the city were lodged 
with the Board of Health. That was somewhat 
late in the season. However, en inspection 
made this year in response to fresh complaints 
revealed the fact that the recommendations 
had been negiected recently. The Standard Oil 
people now propose to carry t Dem into eftect, 
and the State Boardjof Health proposes to see 
that their use is cuntinued.” 





LONGSHOREMEN WOUNDED. 


The police of the steamboat squad have been 
trying to ferret out several mysterious cases of 
shooting which occurred on Tuesday on the 
Ocean Steamship Company’s dock, at Pier 35 
North River. While several longshoremen were 
handling cotton on the street outside of the 
covered pier on Tuesday morning, one of them, 
Frank Myers of 6 Renwick-street, suddenly 
clapped his hands together ana exclaimed that 
he had been shot. Hisright hand immediately 
began to bleed profusely, and it was found that 
he had been shot just at rhe base of the thumb. 

Hardly ten minutes iater auother man, Ed- 
ward Fanning of 216 Elizabeth-street, received 
ashotin the thigh, The two men immediately 
went to Chambers-Street Hospital, where theirc 
wounds were dressed. 

During the afternoon James Egan, another 
longshoreman, living at'290 Spring-street, re 
ceived three buliets in bis person. One struck 
his left thigh, ripping it open for at least 
three inches, Making a very ugly 
wound, Another ball imbeided  rtself 
in the muscies and tendons wunder- 
neath his left knee, whiie the third plowed a 
deep furrow across the calf of his right leg. He 
went home, but yesterday morning his wounds 
became so painful that he wentto the Cham- 
bers-Street Hospital, where the Dullets were cut 
out and the wound on his hip was closed with 
six stitches. From the hospital he weut to his 
home, and on reaching there fainted from the 
loss of blood. 

Egan showed his wounds toa TiMES reporter 
last night. He said that he had no suspicion as 
to who fired the shots, as he was not cvuscious 
of having any enemies. He is feeling very sure, 
but is not seriously wounded, and will be ont 
again in a ‘ew days. 

Edward Fanning was also seen at his house. 
He says that the report that he was shot by 
some discharged longsboreman whose place he 
had taken was wrong, as there bad been no 
strike on the dock and no more discharges than 
ordinarily take place. 

None of the men who were shot or their fel- 
low-workmen beard any reports. The police 
think, however, that the bullets came from 
some of the windows or the roof of the Savan- 
nah House, across the way from the dock, and 
that they were discharged from an air gun, 
with which some one was shooting at a tar- 
get. It was reported last night that the 
sidewalk in front of the Savannah 
House is the resort of all the idie men in the 
neighborhood, ard that it has» been made a 
source of considerable comptiaint. The propri- 
etor last night treated the matter of the 
wounded men very lightly, and said that they 
had undoubtedly been shot by accident, but by 
whom he could nottell He was sure the shots 
did not come from his house. 





THE OCHIOAGO WHEAT MAREKEL 

CHICAGO, July 17.—“Olad Hutch” went into 
the corn pit to-day and announced tbat if 
anybody wanted July corn they could have all 
they wanted at 35% cents. The old man then 
took his accustomed place near the little box in 
the centre of the room and waited for the 
boys to come and see him. The shipping firms 
were actively bidding for the cash corn, but 
failing to get all they wanted at satisfactory 
prices, they went over to ‘‘ Hutch’s” station 
and bought the July. The offer was not lim- 
itea to quantity, and it held good allday. It 
was a zood thing for the shippers, as it pre- 
vented any substantial advance in the price of 
the cash grain. 

The grain-exporting firms on the board expect 
to do a big business this year. The reports thas 
have gone abroad concerning the excellent 
quality of the new crop of Winter wheat have 
already started the British buying. Requests 
have also come in by the score for sampies of 
the new wheat for personal inspection. These 
come mainly from the big importing firms at 
Liverpool, but London and Glasgow people are 
also greatly interested. 

Ever since the new crop began to move, the 
local exporting houses bave been busy sending 
away samples to théir trade connections across 
the water. None of these samples has as yet 
Treuched its destination, but when it does, it 
18 regarded as certain that buying orders will 
begin to flow in. 

Wheat was advanced to-day by a little show 
of buying by Robert Warren & Co., an export- 
ing hause, thongh at the time that Warren was 
buying avery moderate quantity Hutchinson 
was buying millions. 





STABLES, HORSES, AND CARS BURNED. 

LOWELL, Mass., July 17.—The large stable of 
the Lowell Horse Railroad on East Merrimack- 
street wae burned to-night, together with 120 
horses, about 30 cars, 4 carloads of hay, ana 1 
carload of straw, 400 bushels of oats, besides 
tools and other material. The stable is a total 
loss. ‘the Hotel Belmont on one side of the 
stable was damaged somewhat, and a boarding 
house over the stable was gutted. Besides this 
several families on Howe and Davidson streeta, 
pack of the stable, were burned out. 

The joss to the car company will be from 
$100,000 to $125,000. The insurance is tn sey- 
enty companies, through the agency of F. N, 
Tucke. None of the companies will open their 
books till morning, but Mr. Tueke things the 
insurance is in the neighborhood of $75,000. 
Some of it is in small policies as low as $500 
ana $1,000. H.C. Church & Son have abeut 
$30,000. The damage to the hotel is abont 
$2,000, and there is an insurance of $7,009 or

HERES A PLAIN VIOLATION 
OF THE RULES, 
IT LOOKS AS IF SECRETARY ACKERMAN 
MIGHT BE GUILTY OF SOME CROOKED 
WORK IN HIS OFFICE. 


In the appointment of three engineers to take | 
the places of discharged County Democrats | 


who had occupied the positions, Commissioner 
of Public Works Gilroy has in one case acted In 


bald-faced violation of the civil service regula- | 


tions of the city. It is probably too much to 
suppose that a Tammany office holder would 
exert himself to see that his official actions con- 
formed to the civil service regulations, but an 
Dfficial who takes an oath to support the Con- 
stitution and conform to the laws in his official 
acts should at least be expected to avoid open 
Violations of those laws. 

Yet Mr, Gilroy, in appointing Thomas J. Cur- 
ran an engineer in charge of the engine and 
boilers of the Department of Public Works 
Building in Chambers-street, has done so in 
defiance of regulation 16 of the New-York City 
Civil Service Regulations, and in doing so he 
has revealed the method by which the plain 
letter of the regulations may be warped and 
distorted so as to destroy their spirit entirelv 
and make it possible to displace every enemy of 
Tammany in a civil service office and put Tam- 
many men intheirplaces. The regulation says: 

“ Whenever a vacancy shalloceur * * * which 
in the opinion of the appointing officer the business 
of the city requires to be fille:, ana which, under 
these regulations the appointing officer cannot him- 
self fill by promotion, he anal! notify the Secretary 
of the vacancy. * * * The Secretary thereupon 
shall, as soon as practicable, certify to the appoint- 
ing officer for appointment from the eligible list ap- 
propriate to such position as it may then exist the 
three persons having the highest standing on such 
eligibie list, indicating such of them, if any, 
as have been honorably discharged from the 
military or naval service of the United States 
in the late war. If the appointing officer 
shall notify the Secretary of more than one vacan- 
cy atany one time, the Secretary shali certify to 
the appointing officer for appointment the names of 
as many persons as there are vacancies to be filled, 
with the addition of two names for the first vacancy 
and one name for every two vacancies in addition 
tothe first. * * * Whenever the appointing offi- 
cer who shall have made a requisition to fill a cer- 
tain number of vacancies shall appoint to officea 
number smatler than that of the vacancies named by 
him, he shall not make the selection therefor from 
the whole number certified to him, but only from 
that number of names standing highest qe the 
list thai would have been certified to him ad the 
requisition stated ihe number of vacancies which he 
actuaily filled. * * * 

Mr. Gilroy made a requisition for five en- 
gineers upon tbe Civil Service Board, and ac- 


cording to the civil service regulations should 
have had an eligible list of nine names sup- 
piied tohim, There was one name only re- 
tauining on the eligible list, that of John H. 
Marsnal), who passed the civil service examina- 
tion Aprii 3 with an average of 75.95 per cent. 
Accordingly a new examination was held June 
28, at which ten applicants for positions as en- 
gineers were examined in writing, arithmetic, 
city information, technical knowledge, and ex- 
perience, the subjects required according to 
sehedule D of the civil service regulations, 
under which engineers are Classified. 

Accordingly the available list for his five de- 

sire’ engineers was returned to Mr. Gilroy as 
follows: 
1. Patrick O’ Hare*..95.37\5. Sohn J. Givnan...76.37 
2. Rebert MeGuire.92.77/6. John H. Marshal. 75.95 
3. Wm. P. Baker....86.85/7. Thomas J.Curran.70.50 
4, John Watson 7 

If Mr. Gilroy had appointed five engineers he 
would have been compelled to give first choice 
to Patrick O’Hare, who, besides passing the best 
examination, was a discharged soldier. Then 
Mr. Gilroy’s choice for the other four would 
have been limited only to the number of other 
names on the elizible list. 

But Mr. Gilroy did not have five vacancies to 
fill when he made his requisition, nor has he 
now. He bas appointed only three men—after 
having arbitrarily made the vacancies—and in 
making these three appointments, according to 
the civil service regulation quoted, be was re- 
stricted in his choice to the first six names on the 
eligibie list. In direct violation of this section 
of the regulations, he bas appointed the seventh 
or lowest man on the list, and, as every circum- 
stance indicates, in a slavish submission to the 
lowest form of machine political dictation. 

Messrs. O’Hare and McGuire would appear 
from papers in their possession to be practical 
engineers of some experience, although a con- 
trary impression bas obtained. But Curran 
is not only the least fitted for so responsible a 
Position of all the men named in the eligible 
jist, but from his examination papers it would 
appear that be Is entirely unfit for such a posi- 
tion, let alone that he 18 appointed in violation 
oflaw. The question regarding his experience 
(upen which his rating was juggled as related) 
he answered in this ambiguous fashion: ** As a 
mechanie employed all my life in construction 
steam boilers and engines and been to sea for a 
Dumber of years as an oiler and assistant en- 
gineer on land and marine engives.” 

The three firms whose names he gives as his 
employers since 1880 are machinists, besides 
which he was employed in the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard from March, 1888,to February, 1889. 
His examination in arithmetic shows him to be 
deplorably deficient in the simplest elementary 
branches. He succeeded in adding two exam- 
ples in addition, but was unable to solve two 
simple problema each in subtraction, multipli- 
cation, and division. His performance in sub- 
traction was as rollows:

The ten eandidates were examined in writing, 
aritnmetic, and city information by Lee Phii- 
lips; the questions in technical knowledge were 
prepared by Horace L. Loomis, engineer in the 
Department of Public Works in charge of 
sewers, were typewritten in the office of the 
Civili Service Board the day before the exam- 
ination, and, according to Mr, Phillips and Gun- 
ther K. Ackerman, Secretary of the board, were 
not bunded over to the candidates until they 
were ali assembled for the examination in the 
achooiroom of the board in Cooper Union. The 
examination in technical knowledge and all but 
experience was conducted by Examiners Lee 
Phillips and G. N. Williams. The marking of 
the papers in technical knowledge and ex- 
perience was done by Examiners Williams and 
Loomis—and to all appearances their marking 
was impartially and fairly done. 

In “experience,” the custom is to mark the 
candidate upon his own sworn representations 
made in his application papers. The only sus- 
picious circumstance in the entire examination 
is the erasure of the two markings of Mr. Cur- 
ran’s papers op experience made by Examiners 
Williams and Loomis, and the leavingof a mark 
of sighty-tive, seemingly in Mr. Loomis’s hand- 
writing. Ifthe original markings were on the 
average eighty instead of eighty-five, Mr. Cur- 
ran would bave failed in his examination to 
reach the required average and his name 
would not have been entered on the 
eligible list. What the original figures 
were there is no means of knowing now, 
but Secretary Ackerman said he was sure that 
they were higher than eighty-five; that Ex- 
aminer Williams had ridiculously overrated 
Curran’s experience, and that he had therefore 
erased Williams’s rating and let Mr. Loomis’s 
stand instead of both. But Mr. Ackerman may 
—inadvertently of course—have erased the low- 
pr inetead of the higher rating of Curran’s ex- 
perience, and thereby—inadvertently. of course 
—have rendered Mr. Curran a Very Civil service, 
keeping him on the eligible list by the bare 
fraction of half a point. 

The examination resulted as follows: 
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And yet Mr. Commissioner Gilroy preferred 
this man and violated the law in so doing, over 
men who siood 95, 92, and 87,50, respectively, 
in arithmetic, and WbO outranked bim by from 
12 to 17 per cent. in technical knowledge, and 
ove of whom was under the law entitled to the 
position to which Curran has been appointed 
in violation of law. 

If such a condition of things is tolerated then 
alia Tammany appointing officer bas to du in 
order to displace political antagonists from 
their positioas and put Tammany mén in 
their places is to make his requisiiion so iarge 
than even a Tammany ignoramus wight, with 
a little assistance in the shape of doctored—in- 
sdavertentiy doctored of course—ratings by the 
jarge-learted and obliging Secretary of the 
Civil Service Board, slip into the eligible het. 
Curran is known in the department as “ Peter 
Mitchell’s man,” and although he has gathered 
from his experience as a boilermaker a. very 
limited knowdedzge of technical engineering, he 
is one of the most literate of the class in Which 
he was examined, 

The honest course woulé have been to have 
appointed either Baker or Watson to the place 
given to Curran. But “Peter Mitchell’s man” 
had to be supplied witha dee: and he was ac- 
cordingly eent to Cooper Union to stand his 
chances in the civil service examination. Hav- 
ing, with some slieht assistance, possibiy—inad- 








vertent, of course—on the part of Secretary 
Gunther K, Ackerman, squeezed through ‘“*by 
the skin of his teeth,” Mr. Gilroy does himself 
the questionable honor of appointing him in 
violation of the law over men who were far 
better qualified and were entitled under the 
law to the position, but who were in this rela- 
tion unfortunate enough not to be “Peter 
Mitohel)’s men.” 

Mechanics who are up in local political meth- 
ods and are acquainted with the Tammany sys- 
tem of distribution of patronage may naturally 
be pardoned for refusing to confess themselves 
the vassals of district bosses, and knowing full 
well that their chances for appointment are but 
meagre unless they do so degrade themselves, 
there is littie wonder that few but Tammany 
men apply for places at their trades under Tam- 
many’s despotism. But the civil service laws 
were framed and enacted in order to insure the 
employment of the most competent men in the 


| governmental positions to which the laws ap- 


ply, irgespective of politics, and mechanics 
bave béen justified in believing that the civil 
service Jaws insured them equal chances. 

Even this examination shows that tne laws 
are thus effective, even when administered by 
their enemies, if honestly administered. En- 
gineers Baker and Watson and Givnan and 
Marshall may see that under a fair and honest 
administration of the lawone of them would 
have been appointed to the position now occu- 
pied by Curran. Their indignation should be 
visited upon the political machine that has the 
temerity to violate the law, while the law itself 
is entitled to their utmost respect. 





HOGAN PROBABLY LOST. 


THE MISSING AERKONAUT’S CHANCES 
REGARDED AS VERY SLIGHT. 


It Jooked very much last night as though 
Aeronaut E. D. Hogan, who took Campbell’s 
air ship up on a trip from Brooklyn on Monday, 
had made his last ascension. Inventor Camp- 
beil haa not heard a word from him or the ship 
last night. Mr. Campbell felt very anxious and 
looked much worried. He said that Hogan 
had undertaken the trip on his own responsi- 
bility. ‘The object of it was to show that 
the balloon carrying the ship could be raised 
with coai gas. Hogan had expected to come 
down again immediately after making the ex- 
periment. He went up without his breakfast. 
The balloon, after going up very rapidly and 
losing the wheel under the car, Was just seen 
going in the direction of Astoria. Mr. Campvell 
has no idea as to where it could have landed. 

Prof. Harry Gilbert, who has made 204 as- 
censions, and who was Donaldson’s partner the 
year before that famous aeronaut was kilied 
during a trip made frum Chicago, called on Mr. 
Campbell last night and gave it as his opinion 
that Hogan had either been Killed or 
badly injured. He had found that there 
were but 15,000 feet of gas in_ the 
bag and, this he said. would not keep the balloon 
up more than eight hours. He thought it poasi- 
ble that Hogan was emothered by the gas com- 
ing trom the neck of the bag, which was left 
open and which hung well down into the basket 
portion of the ship. This theory would account 
for his not coming down at once. 

Gilbert said that the chances last night were 
100 to 5 ugainst Hogan’s satety and that they 
would be 100 to 1 if he was not heard from to- 
day. He knew Hogan, and said he waSa good 
aeronaut. 

Mrs. Hogan telegraphed from Jackson, Miss., 
last nignt, asking if her busband had been 
heard from. He is about forty years of age, 
and has been making ascensions for over twen- 
ty years. 

Some of those who saw the balloon say that i' 
traveled toward. Coney Island, and 1t 18 possi- 
ble that it went out to sea and dropped into the 
water. Prof. Gilbert says that if it did soit 
would sink very quickly, the material used in 
all baloon bags being such as will sink with 
greatrapidity. Gilbert, however,does not believe 
that the air ship could have gone very far !rom 
the coust, as the gas condenses rapidly when 
the-balloon passes over waier. As soon as the 
sun sets balloonists find that the gas contracts 
quickly in the darkness, and Gilbert uses this 
argument to show that Hogan must have come 
down on Monday afternoon or evening. 

All sorts of stories are floating around about 
the air ship. Oneis that it was seen passing 
over toward the Connecticut shore with Hogan 
clinging to the netting. Another has it that 
the air ship dropped into Long Isiana Sound, 
and still auother that it landed at Pittsburg. 
Campbell had no information about any of 
these reports last night. 

“ Perhaps,” he said with a littla hope, “ the 
air ship has landed up on Long Island, far away 
from any railroad or telegraph station. Some 
of the people up there don’t talk the English 
language sv that you can understand them. 
Hogan is the kind of a man _ who 
would rest himself a day and then let us know 
where heis. Hedid that once at Jackson, Mich. 
He had an engagement to make an ascension in 
Canada on July 19.

WASHINGTON’S OONVENTION. 
OLYMPIA, Washington, July 17.—In the con- 
vention to-day a petition was prescnted from 
the Carpenters’ Union and Trades Council 
favoring absolute secret ballot in the election 
of all public officers. The committee to whom 


was referred prohibition petitions, which have 
been very numerous, reported against submit- 
ting such an article to the people, but a minor- 
ity report was filed, signed by two members of 
the committee, recommending a pronibition 
clause in the Constitution. From tbe way the 
minority report was received it is evident that 
no such clause will be adopted. 

Browne: submitted a lengthy proposition on 
corporations, which provides that they sball 
all be create’ under general laws and that all 
railroads shall have a public office in this State, 
and shall not consolidate or pool with competi- 
tion lines. The proposition also provides that 
the jury trial shall be guaranteed in all suits 
where corporations are parties to the suit. 

Fairweather submitted a proposition defining 
and punishing official bribery. The committee 
has resolved to abolish the Grand Jury system, 
making commitment by Justice of the Peace 
equivalent toan indictment. In special emer- 
gencies, however, the Judge can if deemed nec- 
essary call a Grand Jury for certain specific 
work. y 

The Legislative Committee will include in its 
report a recommendation forbidding employing 
convict labor. 

The same committee has about decided that 
the Legislature shall meet the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in November to elect 
United States Senators. There are numerous 
candidates, most of whom are expected here 
this week for conference among the leading Re- 
publicans of the State with a view of harmoniz- 
ing all parties and factions to seeure success of 
the party at the Fal) elections. 





DISBURSING JOHNSTOWN FUNDS. 

JOHNSTOWN, Penn., July 17.—Judge Cummin 
opened nis. office this morning, and instructed 
his notaries and their clerks as to their duties. 
He will begin paying out the relief money to- 
morrow morning, and Treasurer Thompson will 
be bere with the funds. Judge Cummin says 
his object in taking the affidavits is to havea 
reliable record, which it is intended to file at 
Harrisburg. 3 - 

Of the $290,008 received by the local finance 
committee $150,000 has been paid out in the 
ten-dollar-a-head distribution. The Finance 
Committee is satisfied with the action of the 
Pittsburg committee in handing its money to 
the State Commission. ;

WILMINGTON, Del., July 17.—The Wilmington 
Relief Committee for Johnstown flood sufferers 
has made its final report. The fund raised

balance will be sent on at once, 





DAMAGED BY WET WEATHER, 
KincsTon, N. Y., July 17.—Rain has caused 
hay being cured in fields to spoil in localities in 


Ulster and adjoining counties, The farmers 
say the loss in the aggregate amounts to a con- 
siderable sum. The hay crop, however, is 
enormous. Raspberries yet to ripen promise 
fairly well. There are but few harvest applies 
in Ulster County. The trees made good show- 
ings of young fruit, but the most of them have 
dropped from the trees before maturing. The 
wet weather is given asthe cause. The rain 
bas ruined tons and tons of growing Concord 
grapes, yet the yield in its entirety will be one 
of the largest ever shipped, on account of hun- 
dreds of new acres of fruit coming in bearing 
for the first time this Fall. 





OBITUARY NUTES. 


Samuel A. B. Bragg, Superintendent of Mount 
Hope Seminary, Boston, Mass., died at his home 
in Dorchester yesterday. He-was born in Mainein 
1x25. In 1860 he was a member of the Boston Com- 
mon Council. His Superinterdency began twenty- 
two vears ago, but was interrupted by six years’ 
absence from the position. In the earliest days of 
the Free Soil Party Mr. Bragg was one of its ad- 
herents.

NEARING THE BILLION LINE 


GIGANTIO SCHEME FOR RAIL- 
ROAD CONSOLIDATION. 
BOSTON TO BE MADE THE METROPOLIS 
WITH THE AID OF _ $700,000,000 

CAPITAL—RAILROAD NOTES, 


HARTFORD, July 17.—The text for a bill which 
is to be introduced at the opening session of 
Congress in December. involving the most 
gigantic scheme for railroad consolidation ever 
candidly discussed in this country, is now being 
put into type in this city, and a Chicago firm 
is engaged in publishing the maps illustrating 
the consolidation of railway lines and the tracts 
ofcountry which are to supply the proposed 
system with business. 

The fundamental idea isto make Boston the 
metropolis of the continent. While the Inter- 
State Commission and the business men of New- 
England are discussing the problems to be 
solved on account of the low freight rates en- 
forced on the Canadian Pacific Road the con- 
solidationists are consummating plans for 
the absorbtion of the Canadian rival with 
the American system, and the establishment of 
the greatest railroad power in the world. The 
Villard system is the only one not embraced in 
the conception. The Union and Northern 
Pacific Roads and the Canadian Pacific are the 
ones to be consolidated. The system extending 
from Santa Fé, through the Southwestern 
States, thence by way of the Penn- 
sylvania coal regions, and across’ the 
Hudson River at Poughkeepsie, taking 
in the Hartford and Connecticut Western 
line, with the new road from Tariffville to 
Springfield, is also involved in the unparalleled 
scheme for consolidation. From Boston the 
originators of the plan propose to run a steam- 


ship line to Europe, furnishing the amplest ac- 
commodations for freight and passenxer trafic 
from the Pacific slope tu tne largest ports on 
the European Continent, 

The detaiis of the bill cannot be ascertained 
at present, but its projectors state that mem- 
bers of the Senate are familiar with the scheme 
and are enthusiastic for its prosecution. The 
capitalization to be asked for will not be less 
than $700,000,000. In the main the con- 
solidation will secure the through lines by 
purchase or lease. English capitalists will 
Join hands in the enterprise, eftecting a com- 
mercial union at present and ultimately a po- 
litical one with the Canadian territory. Amer- 
ican Capitalists will be interested equally with 
the English in developing the continent, ‘Ke 
consolidation also contemplates the ownership 
of anew ocean cable joining Boston with the 
German Empire. Utopian as the plans may 
seem at first, they have been skillfully forma- 
lated ana will have to be discussed by an intel- 
ligent public within the next four months. 

The aevelopment ofthe idea lends a new 


‘interest to the acquirement of the Hartford 


and Connecticut Western Road by the Phila- 
delphia syndicate, and the opening of the ex- 
tension from Tarittvilie to Springfield. The lat- 
ter link completes the chain of roads, which 
could be easily utilized between Boston and 
the Southwest, Hartford, no doubt, will be 
sidetracked by the through line. Its 
course toward the Philadelphia man- 
agers of the Connecticut Western has been ex- 
ceptionally short-sighted and unreasonable. 
When these managers were petitioners before 
the Legislature a few weeks ago for authority 
to issue bonds covering the Springfield exten- 
sion every obstacie possible was placed in the 
way of the road by men claiming to represent 
the business interests of the city. If in the 
railroad development of the future Hartford is 
treated with indifference it will have itself to 
blame, 

The sum of $75,000 has been expended in pro- 
curing surveys for the maps, which Rand, Me- 
Nally & Co. are publishing for the originators of 
the consolidation. Several of the su.veys were 


begun in 1881, and the plans which are now 
about to be disclosed have been under consid- 
eration since then.

PLAN OF REORGANIZATION, 


NEW SECURITIES FOR THE CINCINNATI, 
WASHINGTON AND BALTIMORE. 


Announcement was made in Wall-street yes- 
*erday that all is finally in readiness for oarry- 
ing out the lately adopted plan for reorganizing 
the Cincinnati, Washington and Baltimore Rail- 
road Company. Under the new plan the rail- 
way property is to be bought under foreclosure 
by Trustees who will organize a new company, 
“‘in which,” says the prospectus blandly, ‘all 
the security holders who accept the plan will 
be allowed to participate.” 

These new securities are tobe printed and 
distributed, $11,000,000 of 100-year first mort- 
gage 412 per cent. bonds guaranteed by the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company, 
$5,500,000 first income 5 per cent. bonds, 
$6,400,000 second 5 per cent. incomes, $7,700,- 
000 third 5 per cent. income bonds, and $5,000,- 
000 stock, half a preferred 6 per cent. issue 
and half incommon shares. None of the inter- 
est on dividend accounts on incomes or stock 
are to be accumulative. 

Assessments are to be levied upon old security 
holders as follows: Second mortgage bonds, 5 
per cont. on the principal; third mortgage 
bonds, 4 per cent on the principal; first in- 
comes, 24g per cent.; second incomes, 2 per 
cent.; the preferred stock, $1 per share, and 
the common stock, 50 cents per share. The 
nolders paying these assessments will receive 
200 per cent. in new second income bonds. The 
hew company will have, from assessments and 
new bonds, about $1,000,000 for the payment 
of the expenses of the execution of the plan 
and for providing improvements and equip- 
ment. The road will be sold in August. 

It is announced that @ guarantee syndicate 


has been formed to put the reorganization 
scheme through.

A NEED UF THE NAVY; 


SEAMEN ON WAR SHIPS SHOULD BE 
TRAINED TO SERVICE ON LAND. 


Everything that science can suggest appears 
to have been brought into play to render 
efficient the new ships of the navy. Powerful 
engines have been supplied, guns of the most 
improved pattern have been placed in posi- 
tion, and what with the cutting down of 
huge masts and the shortening of the 
auxiliary, the pew war ships present all the 
sombreness of floating fortresses. Day after 
day the experts of the navy labor to devise 
some new aud more effective type of armament, 
and with the advent of each new ship increased 
efficiency is plainly perceptible. 

But in ail this rush for new and more power- 
ful designs for swifter ships, for guns possess- 
ing greater initial velocity no one seems to con- 
sider the sailor, the factor of all factors which 
bofore an action demands more consideration, 
more attention, and more study than all the 
auxiliary machines which constitute the 
fighting agents of a modern vessel of war, The 
men who manned the Union ships during the 
last war were Americans; to-day three-fourths 
of them are foreigners, a majority of whom 
are attracted to the service by the pay and one- 
half of whom would, on the opening of hostili- 
ties, disappear as they did at the beginning of 
the civil war. There would then be the specta- 
cle of the naval apprentices alone representing 
the naval establishment of this country. 

Aside from the glaring faults in the present 
recruiting system the defects are secondary 
when compared with those which exist in the 
driliing and training of the men. One of the 
most persuasive arguments used by a foreign 
sailor in inducing others of his countrymen to 
join is the promise that there will be 
little or no drill to be gone through with, 
no guard mounting or carrying of rifles, and 
except for the washing down of decks and pull- 
ing on a gun tackle there will be little else done 
differing materially from the ordinary routine 
of merchant sailors. Twenty-four dollars a 
month can be drawn by every man who can 
pass the doctor and the boatswain. As an evi- 
dence of the popularity of the American Navy 
among foreigners, it is on record that when the 
Shenandoah left Boston for Europe she had 
represented forward twenty-one different 
nationalities. 

The navy of to-day is a military institation, 
and the sooner officers awake to the idea the 
sooner the American naval establishment will 
be on a war footing. Thereis too much of the 
old-time abhorrence of small-arm drill, and if 
this state of things continues to exist much 
longer it would be well that marines be quickly 
done away with. The Daval seamen of to-day 
are not physically what they should be. The 
very uniform they wear is indicative of physi- 
cal deformity. Does not every one know thatthe 
baggy trousers are to conceal the undeveloped 
leg, and that the bell-mouthed end is to cover, if 
possible, the flat and unshapely foot? And 
again, look at Jack as he ‘‘rolls” along the 
street, his short sleeves displaying his brawny 
arms, While the tight-fitting blouse shows 
otf the powerful body, swaying as itis from 
side to side on those weak and undeveloped 
legs. Is it to be wondered that, developed as 
they are, bluejackets make a miserable meas of 
it in a march? Force them a little and their 
tongues will hang from their mouths; they will 
begin to pant from exhaustion, and with 
every indication of distress on _ their 
faces they will be passed by a body 
of infantry working easily under a yood 
swinging tread. There is no exaggeration in 
this statement. It was plain enough on the 
Isthmus, and it illustrated strikingly the need 
for drill and proper exercise, something de- 
eee different from that customary aboard 
ship. 

England, France, and Germany have during 
late years recognized that the naval battalions 
mustin every way possess all the features of 
infantry troops of the line. Squadrons of war 
vessels must be able to land whole brigades of 
seamen, drilled and prepared to fight regular 
infantry. Ships of to-day must at all times be 
prepared to land at least three-fourths 
of their complements mobilized as in- 
tantry. This command must be capable of 
mancuvring in all infantry formations, be able 
to not only act as an auxiliary, but form a part 
of the very nucleus of the torces. To render 
bluejackets capable of such service the crews 
of British, French, and German warships drill 
unceasingly as infantry. Nothing provided for 
in the infantry tactics is omitted. The setting- 
up exercise, the handling of pieces, the 
company and battalion formations, and 
the manceuvring in skirmish order are exe uted 
with all the continuity of troops in barracks, 
To better provide for such instruetion, which, 
it must be remembered, is separate from the ex- 
ercises at great guns, thecutlass drills, and the 
performance of regular ship routine, England, 
France, and Germany, though England only 
recently, have erected great barracks on shore, 
where details of blue-jackets are sent from 
time to time, where they learn more thoroughly 
than they can aboard ship the mancuvres in 
field exercises. In this way the personnel of 
three great Duval powers is being developed. 

As far back as 1870-71, tne efficiency of 
sailors on shore was demonstrated by the per- 
formance of the French bluejacksts in the 
detense of Paris. France bas never forgotten 
their showing, and she will certainly use them 
again. There is no better way to promote 
physical development than to encourage 
athietic feats. As the new war ships appear, 
each one with a lesser number of spars aloft 
than its predecessor, there graduaily 1s 
lest those opportunities for sail and 
spar drill, and when we come down finally to 
vessels of the type of the Yorktown, the Balti- 
more, the Charleston, the Texas, Petrel, Coast 
Defense, and San Francisco, when, it is asked, 
are men to obtain any of even that exercise 
gained by running aloft? 

Practically there are no means for taking ex- 
ercise. As a result dyspepsia prevails to an 
alarming extent. When the bugle calls to quar- 
rters, with 1ts miserable thirty minutes’ drill 
following, division officera languidly pick up 
their side arms and repair to their stations. 
The restof the day may be spent idly under 
“spread awnings,’ while, alongside, a Brit- 
isher, a Frenchman, or a German is hard at 
work, It may be great guns, it may be target 
firing, pussibly exercise at clearing ship for ac- 
tion, but something is going on, and in a pretty 
lively fashion, too, while the men aboard the 
Awerican are stretched at full length with ditty 
bags under their heads, or sitting tailor fashion 
sewing iancy work. 

No ships eould afford better facilities for put- 
ting up gymnastic apparatus than the Chicago 
and the Baltimore, while aboard the Yorktown 
and her class there is ample room to rig up hor- 
izontal bars. Parallel bars can be place almost 
anywhere. Swinging trapezes need but a little 
ingenuity, and a3 to daumbbelis, clubs, 
punch bags, and rings, &@ gymuast could 
make a perfect paradise out of & ship’s 
deck. The men could have regular drill at 
this work, and the officers could be compelled 
to do as much and even accomplish a certain 
amount of specitied work on all days when cir- 
cumstances would permit. If the oflicers are 
not far enough advanced in atbletics the 
department could wisely establish a rating of 
Inspector of Athletics for every ship, and see to 
it that the men got plenty of the very hardest 
exercise, taking especial care that their legs be 
developed. 

It is doubtful if the introduction of such prin- 
ciples would be greeted with favor by the ma- 
jority of those officers who rejoice in ease and 
little exercise. The chances are, too, that it 
would cause a great falling otf 1n the North of 
Hsrope element in the navy; but it would at 
the same time help to bring back into the serv- 
ice the native Americans upon whom most de- 
pendence can be placed.

CAPTURED BY THE FANNY 


THE RACE FROM NEW-LONDON 
“JO SHELTER ISLAND. 

IT WAS THE BEST IN THE ATLANTIC 
YACHT CLUB'S SERIES—BURGESS’s 
NEW FORTY. 


SHELTER ISLAND, N. Y., July 17.—A steady 
and fresh western breeze, comparatively smooth 
water, a liberal allowance of bright sunshine, 
and a favorable tide were the conditions which 
governed the special race of the Atlantic Yacht 
Club’s cruising fleet to-day. The race was from 
New-London Harbor to a line between a stake- 
hoat and the shore in front of the Prospect 
Rouse, Shelter Island Heights. Fleet Captain 
Barlow was judge, and Mr. Aspinwall had 
kindly offered to take him and the representa- 
tives of the press on board his steam yacht 
Satellite. The start was made promptly, the 
starting line being between the Satellite and a 
mark on the Fort Griswold side of New-London 
Harbor. At10:01 the preparatory signal was 
given, and five minutes later the smaller yachts 
were at liberty to begin the race. 

Mr. Lawton was at the wheel of his forty- 
footer, the Chispa, and had held her close be- 
hind the starting line, 80 that he led the fleet 
across ana started off toward tne Long Island 
sbore. From tue time the last yacht crossed 
the line until the Chispa walked rapidly over 
the finish line the sailing of the new Burgess 
forty was the most interesting feature of the 
race. Her action was admirable and made the 
yachtsmer exclaim: “No wonder she reached 
New-London Monday night.” Mr. Lawton had 
all the fun he wanted with the big sloops Fanny 
and Anaconda, weathering them and at times 
outfooting them and pointing as high into the 


wind as well. She carried two working head- 
sails throughout the race, and her working top- 
sail at all times, axcept when passing through 
Plum Gut, where it was clewed down at the 
top.

The schooners Azalea and Fearless went into 
the fight earnestly. Mr. Blunt held the Azalea 
back until her rival had trimmed her sheets for 
her first tack. Then he trimmed for the Satel- 
lite, and, rounding her stern, gave chase. The 
Stella made a bad start and was compelled to 
go about to clear the rocks off Fort Griswold. 
The Anaconda aud Fanny held up better to 
windward than the others and began a race by 
themselves, The Anaconda led by a few lengtns 
at first and they footed about the same, but the 
Fanny pointed a trifle higher, and, when out in 
the widdle of the Sound, began to gain. She 
was enabled to weather the Anaconda sloop, 
although it was a hot fight between the two. 
Mr. Lawton dia not hold the Chispa as close 
as he might have done, and when she 
came about near the Long Island shore 
the Fanny and Anaconda held a_ posi- 
tion to windward. The Fanny’s  topsail 
was only half set the greater part of 
the time and the Anaconda’s baby jib topsail, 
which she carried at the outset, was lowered as 
the Fanny cut her gown. The Beatrice also 
tried three headsails for a time, but there was 
enough wind to warrant carrying only twoon 
any of the yachts. The Athlon stuck to three 
to Plum Gut and lowered her topsail a bit. 
While the bulk of the fieet were being gathered 
in the Sound, the Chispa biew across their 
course On the port tack in order to make Plum 
Gut, which is almost due southwest of the 
New-Londun Light. She had hela her lead 
splendidly, and now she was working to weath- 
erthe bow of the Fanny, which she didinas 
slick a way as one could imagine. 

In the tacking for Plum Gut the Anaconda 
went ahead of the Fanny, while the Chispa 
dropped astern of both. In the meantime the 
Azalea gained on the Fearless on every tack and 
went into Plum Gut ahead of her. The Atblon 
was Placed in the same class as the Fanny, but 
was Do match for her in the race. Neither could 
the Venitzia or Roamer sail with the Anacon- 
da, and the Concord hai an easy thing with the 
Stella. The Daisy, outside her rivais, Beatrice 
and Arab, had almost a walk-over with the 
Mabelle. The wind was blowing against the 
tide in Plum Gut. There the Fanny took the 
lead from the Anaconda, and the Chispa lost 
considerably by being held away from the wind 
to ride through the choppy place more easily. 
After passing througb Plum Gut the yachts pro- 
ceeded in an aquatic procession to this place 
and crossed the line without incident as fol- 
lows:

AN ITALIAN ELOPEMENT. 


|THE LOVER SLAIN AFTER SHOOTING 
HIS SWEETHEART’S FATHER. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 17.—An attempted elope- 
ment of members of a colony of Italian berry 
pickers below Waterford in the lower part of 
Camden County, N. J., prectpitated a bloody 
affray last night, which will result in the death 
of at least one of the combatants. The Italians, 
who are nearly all from Philadelphia, migrate 
to the berry districts of South Jersey during the 
Summer, where they occupy unused buildings 
and berry sheds on the various cranberry bogs 
and fruit farms, living together in communes. 

The affray of last night happened at one of 
these colonies between Chiselhurst and Water- 
ford. One of the young pickers named Michael 
Vinopoli had become enamored of Marie, the 
fourteen-year-old daughter of Louis Clabrado, 
but Vinopoli’s attentions were distasteful to the 
giri’s father. Yesterday the berry pickers cele- 
brated one of their national holidays in the 
fields, and considerable beer and other liquors 
were imbibed. Vinopoli and his sweetheart 
made love during the day and at evening de- 
cided to elope. 

The absence of the couple was soon noted, 
and Clabrado and his friends started in pursuit, 
When near Chiselhurst the fleeing «ouple were 
overtaken. As the irate father’ approached, 
Vinopoli raised his shotgun and fired the con- 
tents into the elder man’s thigh. The shot was 
made at short range, and the wound is aghastly 
and dangerous one. As Clabrado fell weitering 
in blood his friends rushed on Vinopol: and beat 
his head with his gun and with stones. He 
was found not far away unconscious, with his 
skull badly fractured and his body covered 
with bruises. He died during the evening. 

Several arrests have been made, and other 
members of the colony will be taken inta 
custody. Clabrado, the girl’s father, may re- 
cover. As yet the authorities do not know whu 
inflicted the wounds on Vinopoll.

Simple funeral services were held in St. Peter’s 
Church, at West Chester, yesterday morning 
over the body of William B. Carroll, the old 
showman, who died there on Sunday last.

Atthe conclusion of the rit- 
uala dirge was played and the pall bearers, 
Isaac Braithewaite, Fred Amyar, Jacob Bubre, 
and Denton Robinson, carried the hroadcioth- 
covered casket into the lobby. There the lid 
‘Was removed and the mourners took a farewell 
giance at the dead man’s face. 

Witbin the shadow cast by the church is the 
burial plot owned by Mr. Carroll’s family and 
the family of Ben Maginley, his son-in-law. The 
body was interred beside the grave of his son- 
in-law, who died about one year ago. 








ONLY GOOD FOR BUYING LAND. 

Judge Barrett, in Supreme Court, Special 
Term, yesterday handed down a decision dis- 
missing the complaifit in the suit of John L. 
Rogers, John Kennedy Tod, and Thomas Denny 
against the Board of Directors of the New-York 
and Texas Land Company, headed by William 
Walter Phelps. The land company came into pos- 
sessionof landsof the International and Great 
Northern Railroad Company in Texas, for which 
the second mortgage bondholders of the railroad 
were given $1,500,000 stock and $6,000,000 in 
land scrip. The plaintiffs held $239,000 in this 
acrip, and charged that the defendants bad taken 
in over $1,000,000 in scrip, which was not can- 
eeled but divided among them. They asked 
that $1,100,000 should be paid tothe company 
by mg defendants and used in canceling land 
acrip. 

Judge Barrett holds that the payment ef 
money for land scrip capnot be compelled, as it 
was provided atthe time the serip was issued 
that it ahould be good only for buying land 
owned by the company at 75 per cent. of the 
purchase price, although it could be bought up 
if the Direetors chose. The General Term of 
the Supreme Court had already decided that the 
distributing of the scrip that was taken up and 
not canceled was not legal. 





BOARD OF EDUOATION. 

Civil Engiveer E. E. Court of the United 
States Hydrographic Office has presented to 
the Board of Education of this city two mount- 
ed papier-maché models of the Atiantic Ocean 
and the Caribbean Sea. They were in storage 
at the Garfield Safe Deposit Vaults, and Presi- 
dent Simmons was authorized by the board yes- 
terday to accept the present. 

The Trustees of the Twelfth Ward schools 
were authorized to contract with Mahoney 
Brothers for the construction of Grammar 
School No. 46 at One Hundred and Fifty-sixth- 
street and St. Nicholas-avenue at $175,000. The 
further sum of $34,277 was authorized to be ex- 
pended in the construction of a grammar school 
at Ove Hundred and Sixty-third-street anda 
Eagie-avenue in the Twenty-third Ward, and 
the Trustees were authorized to close the con- 
tract with the lowest bidders, Thomas Cocker- 
ill & Sons. 

Commissioner Devoe submitted a resolution 
to the board advising the Trustees of schools 
throughout the city to petition the Commission- 
er of Public Works to put down asphaitum in- 
stead of stone block pavementin the streets 
around the schools. The resolution was re- 
ferred to the Committee on School Buildings. 


OF COURSE IT WOULD RESIST. 

It was declared in the evening newspapers 
yesterday that the Manhattan Elevated Rail- 
road Company was considering the advisability 
of not resisting any application for an injunc- 
tion preventing trains from running in front of 
the Post property in West Fifty-third-street, if 
the threat is earried out to apply for an injune- 
tion in case the award to the estate is not paid 
before an appeal is taken. Mr. Townsend of 
Davies & Rapallo, counsel for the company, 
Smiled when he read the statement and o 
served: ‘* The company is paying all claims of 
property owners along Fifty-third-street wnen 
they are not greatly in excess of previous set- 
tlements.

PHERILS OF THE 'STRBETS, 


CROSSINGS GREATLY NEGLECTED BY TEE. 
STREET-CLEANING DEPARTMENT. 


The condition of some of the main thorough- 
fares in the lower part of the city ie a standing 
reproach to the Municipal Government in 
general and the department in particular 
which is charged with the responsibility 
of keeping the streets clean. So long 
as cool weather and frequent showers 
kept the refuse in the streets from fermenting 
and emitiing vile and noxious odors the hope 
that some time Commissioner Coleman would 
send some of his hirelings into the neighbor- 
hood to gather up the garbage and dirt kept 
down the wrath of the property owners below 
the explosion point. But the limit of patience 
has been reached, 

Fulton-street, at Broadway, is plastered 
over with a paste composed of decayed veg- 
etable matter and black mud that ren- 
ders every crossing as slippery as if coated 
with. ice. Under the most favorable con- 
ditions this crossing is rendered one of 
the most dangerous and difficult in the 
city, in consequence of the incessant streams 
of traffié crossing in all directions. Even 
the most alertand experienced of pedestrians 
are at times compelled to invoke the aid of the 
Police in making the crossing, and there is 
hardly amoment in the day during business 
hours when there are not from half ascore to 
fifty of the less daring waiting on either corner 
for the police to open a passage. 

Such circumstances would seem to call for 
some exceptional attention to tue crosswalks 
by the Street-Cleaning Department, such as is 
given to somewhat similar cressings in other 
large cities of the world. But Street-Cleaning 
Commissioner Coleman seems to think that his 
responsibility ends with the Jetting of contracts 
for the nightly sweeping of the principal streets. 
A rickety old machine sweeper is sent through 
the atreet at night, brushing the greater part of 
the coarse refuse up in ridges close to the gut- 
ters, and a gang of Italian laborers is supposed 
to follow with brooms and shoveis and carts to 
gather the ridges into piles and shovel them 
into the carts for removal to the dump 
scows. But so much of every pile is left 
in the street and so much more is scattered 
in the reckless shoveling that the gutters 
and crossings are nearly as bad as they were 
before. And from nightfall to nightfall there 
is no one at this crossing to keep the refuse from 
accumulating in the pathways of pedestrians. 
Broadway from Wali-street to City Hal] Park; 
Park-row through its entire length; Fulton, 
John, Maiden-laue, Cortlandt, Dey, and Vesey 
streets are the dumping grounds all day long 
for the refuse from hundreds of curbstone fruit 
stands that line all these thoroughfares, 

Tuesday there were several serious falls at 
the Fulton-street crossing. A tall, heavy-set 
Man started vriskly across the street, easily 
eacaping a truck that was rapidly coming down 
Fulton-street, only ‘to plant his foot upon a 
mound of banana skins and black muck, which 
slid like soft soap trom under him, and 
landed him on his hands and knees ib the mud 
immediately in front of the oncoming horses. 
Otner pedestrians sprang tohis assistance In 
time to save him from being run over, but not 
in time to save the complete ruin of his clothing. 

An elderly lady who was being ussisted across 
the same crossing a little later slipped on the 
same pasty covering of the flazgstones and sat 
down with a suddenness that gave her a severe 
shock and shook the contents of her reticule 
out on the street. She limped, from apparently 
severe lameness, when she _ had - been 
assisted to her feet. The other falls 
were of a less serious though not less annoying 
character, involving only the loss of time of the 
victims in washing away from their hands and 
faces the evidences of their accidental contacts 
with the grimy pavements, and of the expense 
of having their clothing cleaned at sume 
tailor’s establishment 





POOR SHOW FOR BIG DAMAGES. 

The ‘suit of Christopher C. Campbell against 
the Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of the 
city of New-York, which has been in the United 
States courts for a number of years, is nearing 
anend. The suit is on account of an alleged in- 
fringement of plaintiff’s patent rights in a re- 
lief valve used in steam fire engines, and the 
damages sought by the plaintiff amount to more 
than $2,000,000. 

In 1881 the case was decided in favor of the 
Plaintiff by Judge Wheeler of the United States 
Court for the District of Vermont. Subsequent- 
ly a case was decided in the tupreme Court of 
the United States whicn caused Judge Wheeler 
to reverse his own decision and dismiss the 
suit. The plaintiff then made a motion 
to reopen ‘the case 80 as to introduce 
different facts. Under this phase of the case 
testimony has been taken at Hartford, Conn., 
for the past two months, before E. E. Marvin, 
Clerk of the United States Court. On ‘Tuesday 
last eight motions were heard before Judge 
Wheeler at Bratileborough, Vt., and all were de- 
cided in favorof the cittv of New-York. Mr. 
Frederick H. Betts of the firm of Betts, Atter- 
bury, Hyde & Betts, 120 Broadway, who is 
counsel for the city of New-York in this action, 
said yesterday that in his opinion the city 
would not Lave to pay apenny of damages, as 
the case was practically won for the defend- 
ant. He had no doubt, however, that the pluin- 
tiff would prolong the case as far as possible 
In thatevent it would probably come up in 
New-York later next Fallor in the early Winter. 





MUST BRING AN EJEOTMENT SUIT. 

Judge Wallace, in the United States Circuit 
Court, yesterday listened to argument on the 
motion of United States District Attorney 
Stephen A. Walker for a preliminary injunction 
restraining the Staten Island Rapid Transit 
Company from constructing its new ferry house 
at the Battery so as to encroach on land under 
water belonging to the Government. 

The motion was opposed by Assistant Corpora- 
tien Counsel Dean, who appeared to defend the 
city’s interest, and Mr. W. W. MacFarland on be- 
half of the Rapid Transit Company. They urged 
that the new building was being erected on 
land occupied by the old building, and that it 
did not extend beyond the lines of the old one. 
The old building had occupied the same space as 
the new one would, and for thirty years no 
question had been raised as to encroachment 
on lands owned by the Government. [In any 
case, the proper course was for the Govern- 
ment to bring an ejectment suit, and not to 
prevent the completion of this building by an 
lnjunction. 

Mr. Walker declared that there would be diffi- 
culties inthe way of bringing an ejectment 
suit, as the Government derived no pecuniary 
benetit from the use of the landing or platform 
on the land upon which the ferry structure in- 
trenched. 

Judge Wailace decided that the motion must 
be denied, but with no prejudice to Mr. Walker’s 
bringing an ejectment suit, 





MOVING THE SUNKEN ATLAS. 

The Merritt Wrecking Company made it first 
successful lift yesterday of the steamship Atlas, 
which has been lying beneath the waters of the 
North River since November. At low tide yes- 
tercay morning the divers were able to pull the 
strands of thechain cradle taut and to get their 
buoy boxes just where they wanted them. The 
course ahead, so far as it was practicable to ex- 
amine it, seemed free from obstacles. When 
the tide began to rise, the lifting power on the 
Atlas consisted of the purchase which the 
chains and buoys had, with the tide’s assistance, 
Atllo’clock the Atlas left the bottom. The 
wrecking boats headed toward Jersey without 
delay. In an hour they had carried their tow 
from Vesey-street nearly t» Murray-street and 
some distance into the stream. Then she 
grounded in from eight and a half to nine 
—— of water. Formerly’she lay ten fathoms 

own. ; 

The distance accomplished was about one- 
quarter of a mile, and it was directly toward 
her ultimate destination at Brimstone Point, 
Hoboken. 





wm PLEASANTVILLE’S POSTMASTER. 

Some excitement has been occasioned in the 
quiet little village of Pleasantville, on the New- 
York and Hariem Railroad, in Westchester 
County, over the recent change in Postmasters 
there. Postmaster Moore was appointed only a 
few days before the expiration of the last Ad- 
ministration to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Postmaster Banks, who had 
given up the office, the salary of which is small, 
in order the better to attend to other business. 
Postmaster Moore has always been a Repub- 
lican, and during the last campaigu worked for 
the Harrison ticket. Now heis ousted from the 
ottice, and another Republican, Charles M. Lane, 
is appointed in his place. 

No reasons are assigned by the department 
for the change, and the Republicans of Pleasant- 
ville do not see why Postmaster Moore, who 
gave general satisfaction and who supported 
the Harrison ticket, was not retained. Ali the 
villagers speak highly of Postmaster Moore, and 
say that he was always obliging.

POLIOH AND GAMBLEBS. 
COMSTOCK’s GOOD WORD FOR THE FORCE 


—TWO OAPTAINS ASK A TRIAL. 


Superintendent Murray yesterday made a re- 
port to the Police Commissioners on D. J. Whit- 
ney’s letter of July 6 to Mayor Grant. The 
letter called attention to the lax enforcement 
of the laws againet gambling and liquor selling 
in the First and Fourth Precincts, and charged 
that raids were made on them on the 8th of last 
May without the co-operation of the Captains 
of these precincts. The report submitted state- 
ments from the Captains of these commands to 
the effect that they had endeavored to suppress 
gambling and illegal liquor selling and a state- 
ment from Anthony Comstock. 

Mr. Comstock wrote that he procured evi- 
dence against the gambling places at 86 Fulton- 
street and 15 Ann-street after many attempts 
and failures, Sergt. O’Toole of Police Head- 


quarters executed the warrants in the cases of 
those gamblers. The places. were situated in 
the two precinots, but Mr. Comstock had no 
evidence that the Captain of either precinct 
knew of those places. Mr. Comstock found 
Many complaints against places unfound- 
ed, 1n fact. So he does not believe in general 
charges being made about corruption of police 
or. in condemning police Captains upon suspi- 
cion of having guilty knowledge until there is 
positive evidence of their guilt. 

He has no evidence of neglect against these 
two Captains. The places existed, and it was 
charged that Comstock or some one under him 
was protecting them, and it took him months 
before he could find positive evidence against 
the — and raid them. Both places were 
carefully guarded and locked. Mr. Comstock 
believes that there have been marked improve- 
ments in the efficiency of the police force with- 
in the past two years. ; 

Mr. Comstock does not believe in the old rule, 
calling for charges against precinct command- 
ers in such cases. It hindered the enforcement 
of the law rather than helped it, he thinks. 1t 
was unjust to nonest officials and never result- 
ed in punishing dishonest ones. ‘ 

Capts. McLaughlin and Carpenter also asked 
to be tried on the charges made by Mr. Whitney. 
Commissioner Martin, who a week ago favored 
the re-enactmentof the rule of 1879, which mace 
it the duty of a District Inspector to prefer 
charges against. a Captain who ‘neglects bis 
duty, said that he had studied the matter and 
was not prepared to vote forthe rule. Com- 
missioner MoClave said be had no faith ip Mr. 
Whitney’s charges. The request of the accused 
Captains was granted, and Mr. Whitney will be 
invited to perfect his charges against them and 
he will have the aid of an assistant to the Cor- 
poration Counsel. Itis not probable that the 
trials will take place before Aug. 7. r

Francis W. Jones was put on the stand again 
‘and cross-examined by Mr. Poste. He said his 
experiments with electricity upon human be- 
ings bad led bim to believe that closenesa of 
contact influenced the resistance materially. 
An increase in the sizeof the electrodes or of 
the electro-motive force used wade a corre- 
sponding decrensse in the amount of resistance. 
The human body of itself was not a conductor, 
but the fluids in it made it a partial conductor. 

In reply to a question by the referee, Mr. 
Jones said two dynamos might be used in the 
execution of a criminal, if scientifically ad- 
justed, without much danger of burning out the 
insulation. Such a combination/would of course 
increase the electro-motive force. It was the 
opinien of the witness that a dynamo generatin 
the alternating current could be conuerneted 
with a force of 2,000 volts. 





DEATH OF GEORGE BEOHRTFL. 

George Bechtel, the brewer, died at his home 
in Richmond, 8. L, on Tuesday from heart fail- 
ure, after an illness of about two months, 

Mr. Bechtel was bern in Germany in 1840. 
His parents came to this country during bis in- 
fancy. .In 1853 his father started the Staten 
Island Brewery. At the ageof twenty years, 
having been graduated from the Columbia Col- 
lege Grammar School, he went into the brewery 
to learn the business, Five years later he leased 
the establishment from his father and has since 
displayed much ability in its management. 

Mr. Bechtel enjoyed great popularity on 
Staten Island. In 1861 he was active in pro- 
viding accommodations for destitute negroes 
from the South. That service was always grate- 
fully remembered by the. representatives of 
that race on Staten Island, and their gratitude 
was practically manifested in the local political 
contests in which he’'was engaged. During the 
brewery strike he sided with the workingmen, 
and was almost alone in paying union wages. 
He gave $5,000 toward the Odd Fellows’ Home 
in this city, and lately built a hospital on Staten 
Island, which he intended to give to the Order 
of 8t. Francis. 

In politics Mr. Bechtel was interested mainly 
in good local government, and for ten years he 
was Supervisor of his township. His constitu- 
ents usually sent him to the Democratic State 
Conventions. Last year he was a Cleveland 
Elector. He belong to the Arion and Lieder- 
kranz Societies, and was a Mason.

OF EIGHT 10 1HREK. 
IN THE SIXTH INNING THE NEW-YORKS 
GOT A BATTING STREAK AND WON 
EASILY—OTHER CONTESTS. 


’ Eight to three in favor of New-York was the 
result of the game against Chicago yesterday, 
and Capt. Adrian Constantine Anson of the 
Waite Stocking Club and his satellites left for 
Boston last night in an unhappy frame of mind. 
Anson was certain that he would win at least 
two of the three games from New-York on this 
trip, and he hinted that perhaps he would carry 
off all three. But Anson made a big error, and 
his standing as a baseball prophet in the future 
will not be deuce high. Insteaa of winning all 
three the ex-champions were lucky to get awuy 
with one, and. had 1t not been for the poor work 
of Crane on Tuesday the Giants would have 
maintained a clean record on the new ground. 

A large and enthusiastic crowd witnsssed the 
game and cheered from beginning to end.

An interesting case has just been decided at 
White Plains by Justice Dykman.

They dia so by William H. Robertson, their 
counsel, and Mrs. Washburn putin her defense 
through her counsel, William Brown, Jr., of 
White Plains. ne case was tried, and a de- 
cision has just been rendered by the court that, 
even though the stock was not indorsed yet, as 
George H. Knox had promised it to herin the 
presence of witnesses, and again, as he took 
the certificate from an envelope and delivered 
it to her asa gift on his deathbed, that such 
was a good and solid gift, and, therefore, Mrs. 
Washburn was the owner of the stock. 

A complication had arisen, however, the 
counsel for Mrs. : Washburn claiming that the 
executors should have indorsed the stock over 
to her when requested to do so, Aa they re- 
fused, and the stock depreciated in the mean- 
time about $2,000, the question is, who is habie 
for the damage to Mrs. Washburn. ;

What to do about the stréet musicians who 
insist upon torturing people of fine sensibilities 
is a@ source of anxiety to Mayor Grant. The 
letter of President Bremer of the Musical 
Mutual Protective Union, appealing to him to 
suppress the players as mendicants, is only one 
of mary complaints made to him. One charge 
against the minstrels is that they are not only 
beggars, buf that they have developed into 
blackmailers. 

“Many citizens have complained to me,” said 
Mayor Grant yesterday, “that the musicians 
persist in playing in front of houses whose oc- 


cupants are displeased by their strains until 
they are paid to go away. Such a method must 


sick persons in their houses, and who have 
perforce to pay for relief for them from sounds 
which excite them. Another complaint which 
has been made to me is that the musicians are 
particularly active from 6 to 8 o’clock in the 
evening, Just when children ought to be going 
to sleep. In this season of the year, when win- 
dows are necessarily kept open, the music 
arouses the youngsters, draws them to the 
windows, makes them wakeful, and disturbs 
the system ot the hou-cholds. 

“Tam not a familly man, but [ can apprectate 
this sort of thing. Taking all the complaints 
together, they convince me that the wandering 
minstrels make considerabie of a nuisance of 
themselves. I propose to have the nuisance 
oe but I shall consider the matter care- 

ully.’ 

The ordinance requiring organ grinders and 
street musicians to obtain a license will go into 
effect in Jersey City to-day. The fee is $5, and 
the ** music” must not be heard before 9 A. M. 
or after 6 P, M.

The sublet work on the engines of the big 
armored cruiser Maine has been issued by the 
Quintards of this city. The Standard Steel 
Company has been awarded the making of all 
the steel castings for the Maine’s machinery.

ings. The Linden Steel Company of Pittsburg 
is turning tne steel boiler plates and steel 
blooms for miscellaneous forgings.

; edthe making of the steel boiler tubes. The 
Continental [ron Works of Brooklyn are mak- 


ing the corrugated furnaces. The Southworth 
Foundry and' Machine Company is doing the 
cylinder work. The South Brocklyn Steam 
Engine Wurks are making the condeusers. 

It will be seen that the work for the Maine is 
pretty well scattered along the coast. Mr. 
Palmer, in speaking of the matter yesterday, 
said that at one time he despaired of getting 
the work sublet. As itis now issued itis in the 
hands of specialists. Thisis not only cheaper 
for the Quintards, but it insures better work. 
The furnaces, for instance, are being made by 
the only firm doing such work in the United 
States, 

From & communication received yesterday by 
Mr. Palmer from the Standard people it is 
learned that that company expects to cast the 
bed plates for the Maiue’s machinery next week, 
The material for the bed plates and columns is 
. in readiness. At the rate of progress now being 
wade there will be standing work of the big 
crulser’s engines to show in less than a month. 
The engines.of the Maine will be among the 
most powerful ever turned out in this country. 
Some idea can be had of their cost when it is 
known that the cofttract price, according to 
specifications, is $700,000. 


The engines and shafting for the Bennington 
have been shipped, the engines having been 
sent yesterday from this city. Tné Benning- 


ton’s four boilers are now in place. On the 
Concord two of the boilers are now in place, 
and it was expected that the other two would 
be placed yesterday.

DETAILS AND PROSPECTS OF THE GRACH 
CONTRACT. 


Lima, July 17, via Galveston.—The first seven 
Clauses of the Grace-British bonaholders’ con- 
tract with Peru have been approved by the Oham- 
ber of Deputies. The most important of these ar- 
ticles is the seventh, which requires the Peruvian 
Government to pay to the British bondholders’ 
committee £80,000 annually for thirty-three 
years. This money is to be paid in cash out of 
the funds received at the Custom House. The 
article received the most strenuous opposition, 
and was under discussion for four days. To-day" 
@ Vote upon it was taken, which resulted in its 
adoption by a vote of 58 to 21. Asthe only 


doubt of the approval of the contract res 

upon this clause, {t is believed that the easter 
ance of the remaining articles and of the entire 
contract is assured. This is the text of Article 


‘The Government of Peru will pay to the British 
bondholders’ committee, commencing from the date 
upon which this contract shall come into opera. 
tion, thirty-three annuities of £80,000 each, in the 
manner hereinafter sei forth. 

“Tne Aaministrator or Chief of the Custom House 
of Callao shall lodge monthly, at a bank to be named 
by the committee and in preference to all other dis- 
bursements, the installments proportionate to the 
amount of the annuity. If any difficnity or doubt 
shall arise as to the execution of this especial duty, 
which is hereby imposed upon the Custom House, 
the Commission of Public Credit,.to which will be 
confided the service of the internal debt, is hereby 
authorized to (dictate the most convenient measures 
for the faithful and exact compliance with this 
stipulation, the due performance of which shali be 
considered as one of its functions. If by any 
eventuality the bank should not receive the whole 
or any partofany monthly installment, the meas- 
ures for its payment adopted by the Commission of 
Public Credit ‘aotwithstanding, the aforesaid com- 
mission shall issue certificates for the total amonnt 
due, marking upon them the cause of their issue (su 
origen;) under which circumstances they shall be 
received as legal tender for the payment of any fis- 
cal dues or contributions.” 

The first article releases the Government from 
all responsibility in regard to the »onds; the 
second cedeés ali the railroads of Peru, the rignt 
to continue them. and all the unfinished por- 
tions, &c.; the third cedes the right to use free 
of expense all the moles or landing places at 
the «iifferent ports; the fourth cedes the right 
of navigation of Lake Titicaca and the Govern- 
ment water system between Arequipa and Mol- 
lendo; the fifth cedes all the Government 
claims acainst the lessees of the railroads, the 
bondholders accepting all responsibility that 
May exist upon them, and the sixth cedes 
ail the guano, subject to the conditions of 
the treaty with Chill as to its sale and manage- 
ment. 

There are twelve articles yet to be approved. 
The tirst of these, the eighth, confers power on 
the bondholders to mortgage the roads and the 
guano. The other eleven refer mainly to detail 
matters. 





A QUESTION FOR THE OITY OOURT. 
Judge Leicester Holme, lately appointed 
Judge of the City Court by Gov. Hili, has an 
important question to decide. Christine F. 
Perine lives on Staten Island and does business 
in woolen cloths at 350 Canal-street and has 
been, in business there for some years. Her 
husband, as her attorney, signed her name to 
some notes for about $5,000 and gave them to 
a Mr. Bowman. Mr. Bowman recently ob- 
tained an attachment through bis attorneys, 


Sampter & Bloomfield, against Christine F. 
Perine’s stock of goods on Canal-street. The 
attachment was based onthe allegation that 
Mrs. Perine resides out of the county and bas 
no placein the county ‘“‘ where ske regularly 
transacis business in person.”’ 

Peckham & Tyler, representing creditors who 
supplied Mrs. Perine with the attached stock 
of goods, moved to vacate the attaehment or 
the cround that Mrs. Perine’s store and office is 
her regular place for the transaction of busi- 
ness in the city. Suggestion was made at the 
argument that many thousand people are liable 
to attachment in this city if Mrs. Perine is 
liable, and as to the requirement of daily at- 
tendance at business to avoid an attachment, 
ex-Judge Brown argued in favor of the attach- 
ment. The Judge resigned from the bench @ 
few weeks ago to make place for Judge Holme. 





BEYOND THE LAW’S REAOH. 

According to a dispatch from Toronto Ed- 
ward Van Horst was arrested there on Tuesday 
charged with negotiating lottery bonds as 
agent. of E. H. Horner of 88 Wallstreet, this 
city. The bondsin question are variously known 
as Italian, Red Cross, Austrian, Dutch, and Bel- 
gian, and the premium offered to the hoider of 
the one drawing a prize ranged from $50,000 
ta $2,000,000. Van Horat, it is claimed, sold 
these bonds on instaliments of $5 each, the 
number of payments to be made being twenty, 
representing a total value of $100. 

The question of the possibility of preventing 
the useof the United States wails for the dis- 
tribution of these lottery bonds unier the stat- 
ute which makes it fllegal to thus circulate 
lottery tickets issued in this country naturally 
arose. At the Post Office Inspector’s depart- 
ment yesterday a TIMES reporter was informed 
that Horner had several times been the subject 
of inquiry by the postal authorities, but the 
statute would not reach bim because of his deal- 
ing exclusively in lottery bonds issued by for- 
eign Governments. Several charges, too, bad 
been made against him‘of having defrauded his 
customers by not delivering the bonds at the 
final pay ment, but in each of these cases it was 
discovered that Horner was on the right side of 
the law, as his customer had not paid the final 
fustaillment entitling him tothe bond. 





: A PRIOK TO SAVE THEIR FRIEND. 
Osear Engels, formerly ‘an expert swimmer a¥ 
Rockaway Beach, who was arrested for stealing 
a horse and buggy and sent to the lunatic asy- 
lum at Flatbush upon alleged papers approved 
by Judge Clement, found himself back in Jus- 


tice Goetting’s pulice court, Brooklyn, yester- 
day. Engels had been held for examination 
two days ago, when certificates of iunacy 
signed by Dr. P. H. Stone anda Dr. A. M. Burns 
of the Department of Charities were handed to 
the Justice, with the assurance that they had 
been approved by Judge Clement of the City 
Court. 

The latter afterward declared that he had not 
approved of the papers, and said that it was 
the duty of the police magistrate to goon with 
the trialif the man was insane. The scheme 
is believed to have been arranged by Engeis’s 


friends tosave him from jail.
